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Preface 


A number of years ago, three women who lived far apart from each other became fellow seekers for the Kilbride, 
O’Connor, Duquet, and Trudo family genealogies. Between them, they traced the Duqettte/Trudo lines back to their 
French origins, along with most of the family branches. Their work is now distributed all over the internet, with most 
people not knowing who did the original work. This book is based on their research with additional information added 
by the author. One of these women, Janice Busher, is no longer with us. This book is dedicated to her and to the oth¬ 
er two women, Ellen Christopher and Cynthia Clark. 

I did not have the time (or the money) to go over every bit of their research and double-check it. I believe that 
most of the research in this book is accurate, in t hat I found almost no mistakes in the names or families that I did 
check. Flowever, I have noticed that some of the death dates are actually burial dates, and some of the birth dates are 
actually baptism dates. And I’ve noticed that if a child of an ancestor was married more than once, the marriages may 
not be listed in the correct order. I corrected these mistakes as I found them, but I am sure there are still some that I 
missed. If a source is cited as “Cynthia Clark,” “Ellen Christopher,” or “Janice Busher,” without any other sources 
listed, then it is a fact that I did not double-check. And, of course, I’m sure that I probably made some errors myself, 
though hopefully not too many! Please forgive me if you find any. In particular, there is a greater chance of error in 
the lists of ancestors’ children. I did not focus much time on the ancestors’ children since the purpose of this book is to 
trace the ancestors back to their earliest emigrants, not to trace all of their descendants. I included all of the children I 
could easily find in the sources that I had, but I rarely double-checked the sources or looked for more children. Also, if 
an ancestor had a second or third spouse, I may have missed some of the children from spouses who didn’t follow the 
ancestral line. I have included them if I had easy access to information about them, but I did not do much digging for 
them (unless I needed the information to solve an ancestral puzzle). In addition, I may have missed some second or 
third spouses. 

Unfortunately, I do not speak French, so that limited the sources I could use comfortably. This also means that I 
relied more on secondary or even tertiary sources than I normally would. Perhaps someday one of the descendants of 
these ancestors who speaks French can use this book as a starting point for a more thorough study. I’m sure he or she 
will find corrections to make due to my limited resources and language skills. I have tried to find as much information 
as I could on each ancestor to add flesh to the information that Ellen, Cynthia, and Janice had already gathered. All of 
the sources listed in the endnotes that don’t say “Cynthia Clark,” “Ellen Christopher,” or “Janice Busher” are ones that 
I found. 

This book follows each genealogical line back to its emigrant ancestor who first came to North America. An¬ 
cestors in this book labeled “Emigrant Ancestor” are the oldest person in each genealogical line who emigrated to North 
America. Their children and grandchildren may have also been emigrant ancestors, but for the purposes of this book, 
they are not labeled as such. Ellen Christopher, who did most (if not all) of the research on the Irish lines in this book, 
was able to trace some of the lines in Ireland, but her Irish genealogy work is only briefly mentioned since the pur¬ 
pose of this book was to trace each line back to the emigrant ancestors. 
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Unfinished Ancestral Lines 


The goal of this book was to find at least the given name of each of our ancestors back to the first emigrant ances¬ 
tors. The people listed below are the genealogical dead ends where I was not able to do this. 

1) 757. Jeanne Mechin. She is possibly an emigrant ancestor, 1 but it is also possible that she was die daughter of 
Jean Mechin who drowned off the Cap a l’Arbre 20 Dec 1646. 2 Or perhaps she was both. 

2) 686. Jean Muloin. I have not been able to find Jean Million's parents or if he was an emigrant ancestor. There 
was a Jean Muloin (wives Barbe Hubou and Jeanne Leroy) living in Quebec who might have been his father, but I 
have not found any connection between the two men. 

3) 352. Mathurin Normandin. He is most likely an emigrant ancestor, but I have not been able to find any rec¬ 
ords that show this. 

4) 338. Francois Perrault (Pareau) (Paraut). I have not been able to find his parents or to show that he is an emi¬ 
grant ancestor. For more information on this, see Appendix 3. 

5) 339. Francoise Feuilleton (Filteau) (Follet). I have not been able to find Francoise Feuilleton’s parents or to 
ascertain if she was an emigrant ancestor. 

6) 289. Marie Godard, wife of 288. Toussaint Giroux. She is most likely an emigrant ancestor, but I have found 
no proof of this. 

7) 15. Lisette Allard, wife of 14. John Burbage. A mtDNA test was done on one of her female descendants to 
determine if Lisette’s mother could have been a Native American. The test appears to match a number of other 
French-Canadian women, so Lisette’s mother was most likely French-Canadian. There was a man named Jean Baptiste 
Allard at her marriage who was probably a relative. 
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Dit Names 


Researching French-Canadian ancestry can be easier than researching colonial English ancestry. The French- 
Canadians kept very good records of marriages, births, and deaths, and they usually listed the names of the parents of 
the bride and groom. Also, French-Canadian women kept their maiden names throughout t heir lifetimes, so it is much 
easier to trace the ancestry of French-Canadian women when compared to colonial women from the United States. 

However, there is one thing that sometimes makes French-Canadian ancestry research difficult—the use of dit 
names. A dit name is an alias surname that can be used either on its own or hyphenated with another surname. It may 
describe a location where the ancestor was from, a favorite relative’s name, or it might just be a name that the person 
liked better than their own surname. The use of dit names was very common in early Quebec. Sometimes the word 
“dit” was included in an early record, such as “Antoine Pepin dit Lachance,” and sometimes the records would just give 
one or the other surname. In either case, dit names can make French-Canadian research a challenge. 



The Original Kilbride Migration 


One of our Kilbride family members sent in a DNA sample to the National Geographic Genographic Project and 
received information on the original Kilbride migration patterns. If you follow every Kilbride father back to their orig¬ 
inal Kilbride father, the DNA starts in Africa sometime after 79,000 years ago. It is then thought that people probably 
started migrating to find new hunting grounds. At some point, a group containing another Kilbride ancestor migrated 
to the Middle East. They were eventually cut off from Africa due to the formation of a desert which lasted about 
20,000 years. Our original Kilbride ancestors then moved north into Central Asia, eventually spreading into Europe 
sometime after 35,000 years ago.

Notes for Thomas O’Connor 

Thomas O’Connor’s father was a farmer and a mason in Ireland, so Thomas grew up in a laboring family. He had 
seven brothers and sisters. In 1905, one of his older brothers, James, decided to build a new life for himself in Ameri¬ 
ca. A year later another brother, Michael, followed. They must have written home good things about the United 
States because in 1910, Thomas himself decided to make the voyage. He traveled on a ship called the SS Invernia that 
sailed from Queenstown, Ireland (now called Cobh) and arrived in Boston on May Sth.

Thomas was lucky to have family to help him get established in his new life. His brothers were living in Spring- 
field, MA. When Thomas signed his Declaration of Intention in November of 1910, he said that he was an iron worker 
in Springfield.

Declaration of Intention 

I, THOMAS O'CONNOR, aged 1 9, occupation iron worker, do declare on oath that my description is: color white, complexion 
dark, height 5feet 6 inches, weight 145 pounds, color of hair brown, color if eyes blue, other visible distinctive marks: none. I was 
born in Ballyarkane, Ireland on the 25 day of March 1891, and I reside at 109 Tenth Street, Springfield, Mass. 

I emigrated to the United States of America from Queenstown, Ireland on the vessel Ivernia, my last foreign residence was Bally¬ 
arkane, Ireland. 

It is my bona fide intention to renounceforever all allegiance andfidelity to any foreign prince, potentate, state, or sovereignty, and 
particularly to George V, King of Great Britain and Ireland, of which I am now a subject; I arrived at the port of Boston in the state 
of Massachusetts on or about the 5 day of May, anno Domini, 1910; I am not an anarchist; I am not a polygamist nor a believer in 
the practice of polygamy; and it is my intention in good faith to become a citizen of the United States of American and to perma¬ 
nently reside therein. SO HELP ME GOD. 

Thomas later signed a Petition for Naturalization in 1917 and an Oath of Allegiance in 1918.

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Oath of Allegiance 

I hereby declare, on oath, that I absolutely and entirely renounce and abjure all allegiance andjidelity to anyjoreign prince, poten¬ 
tate, state or sovereignty, and particularly to George V., the King of Great Britain, of whom I have heretofore been a subject; that I 
will support and defend the Constitution and laws of the United States of America against all enemies, Joreign and domestic; and 
that I will bear truejaith and allegiance to the same. 

By the time he signed his oath of allegiance and became a United States citizen, Thomas had been married four 
years and had two children. He and his wife, Ellen (more commonly known as Nellie), another Irish emigrant, went 
on to have two more children. At some point, they also had three children who died as infants. On his petition for 
naturalization, Thomas said he was a tire maker who lived on 147 Colton Street in Springfield. A few years later, in 
1920, he was living about two miles away on Carew Street, and in 1930 t he family had moved a few blocks away from 
Carew to an eight-family dwelling on Cass Street. At that time, Thomas was working as a laborer in a gas house. 

In 1944, Thomas wrote a letter to his daughter, Katherine (Sister Thomasine), which gives the reader a feel for his 
sense of humor: 

Dear Katty, 

A few lines from Father wishing you a happy Christmas and pleasant New Year. We are all well, thank God, preparingfor the big 
day. I hope you are the same yourself. I expect the gruddles of the 2-legged animal will be at my house and all the O'Connors and 
Kilbrides will be there as noisy a gang as ever yea were. I am getting readyfor the big event. Well, I am a busy man since I moved 

back to the old resort - work all the time painting and varnishing my nursery shack. I suppose you remember where the street is. I 

like it better than in the park. A little better acquainted and of course being a landlord is a responsibility for a man like me all my 

sidewinder wants now is to raise the rent. Put beggars on horsebacks and they will ride to the _. I built one house and now I 

get to fix another. Your Mother is well. I can hardly keep her home to cook Christmas dinner. Marie, Bert and family, Miley, Sylvia 
and Family are well. Well I thought to make a trip to see you before cold weather but the gas is still scarce. We may go by bus the 
next time. Sister Ellen likes her Location in Worcester. I was not there yet. I will see her soon, I hope. Well, I hope you will enjoy 
your (?) animal in good shape and ourselves. Also I will be off Monday until 11 o'clock at night. I may take the carcass to work and 
finish the job. I suppose you will hear from the rest of the Family for Christmas. 

I conclude, yours truly, father to Sister Thomasine. 

Thomas died of a heart attack in 1955, about nine months after retiring from the Springfield Light Co. He was 
survived by his wife, son, three daughters and numerous grandchildren. Two of his daughters had become nuns. After 
his death, one of them wrote the following about Thomas to her niece: 

My father came to me in the 50's and asked me to write to his sister Ellen O'Connor Cahillane. He had not written for 40 years. 
After I wrote, he said he would. (He never wrote because he had no money to put in the envelope and they—thefolks in Ireland — 5 * 

needed it badly. He was tied down with four (living) children - his wfe lost 3, a set of twins and one other—so he let the years go 

by. In the 50's he did write to his sister Ellen. Shortly af ter that, I wrote to Ellen saying he had died. In a few months her daughter 
wrote to tell me of the death of her mother, Ellen, and would I kindly keep up the correspondence from time to time. Of course the 
rest is history - we are friendly with all of Ellen's family. 

It was Hanna who told us about my father's sending to Ellen Cahillane a beaut ful Bible and a beaut ful gold necklace and 
cross. They began a beautful tradition — every time a girl gets married, she wears the necklace. After the wedding it is returned to

Notes for Ellen Rahilly 

When Ellen (better known as Nellie) was about ten years old, her family hired her out as a servant to rich farmer. 
She was very unhappy, but she took control of her life and managed to save up enough money to immigrate to Ameri¬ 
ca. In 1911, Nellie and her best friend, Mary Foley, left Ireland to start their new life. 

Three years later, Nellie married Thomas O’Connor in Springfield, MA. Together they had seven children, 
three of whom died in childbirth. They were together for forty-one years before Thomas died in 19S5. 

After her husband died, Nellie spent much of her time helping her daughter and daughter-in-law with their many 
children. Her grandchildren have many stories about their “Nana,” including the time she was visiting her daughter 
when there was no food to feed her grandchildren, so she cooked their pet rabbits. Nellie was a very practical person. 

One of Nellie’s young granddaughters had this to say about her: 

For as long as I can remember the house on eighty-second street had been our home. It was just the right size house to Jit fifteen 
people, only Jwe converted the garage into a three-bedroom apartment. We really had a lot ofgood memories at our home. And of 
all the people we ever knew, we remember Nana. Our Nana stood about Jive feet one with smiling Irish eyes. You would always see a 
cup of tea in her hand. She used to come from Springfield, Mass to take care of us for a couple of months. When I think back and 
remember all the things she had to go through, I'm surprised she's still living. 

Every day when we came home from school, we would notice that the furniture was rearranged djferently. She would move every 
piece of furniture by hersef including the kitchen icebox. Then she would start yelling at us for leaving our shoes or books in the liv¬ 
ing room. She tried hard to reform us, but gave up. She told us we were a sorry case of kids and set in our own ways. It was so funny 
the times when she would chase my mischievous brothers around the house with her broom. Believe it or not she caught them at times. 

Our Nana is the best cook in the world. She can cook anything from a twenty-five pound turkey to a cup of hot chocolate. Every 
day when we came home from school she would have her Johnny Bread ready for us. When Birthdays came around she always gave us 
money and the biggest piece from the cake she made. 

Our Nana is now 80 years old, but she acts like seventeen sometimes and says she feels like it too. 

Our Nana can't chase us around the house anymore or do her Irish jig. But we hope never to see the day when she stops drinking

Notes for Thomas F. Kilbride 

Thomas grew up surrounded by relatives on both sides of his family living near him in Indian Orchard, MA. When 
he was about ten years old, his aunt and uncle, Johanna (Leahy) Noel and Pete Noel, who lived nearby, asked his par¬ 
ents if t hey could raise him. They were unable to have children of their own. His parents agreed and Thomas moved in 
with the Leahy family. 

Thomas’s uncle Pete was an avid gardener who taught Thomas everything he knew about gardening. While they 
worked together in the garden, they often found Indian arrowheads, and Thomas had a large collection of them. 

Thomas is listed twice in the 1910 census. He’s listed as living at both his parent’s house and the Leahy household, 
so the close relationship between his aunt and uncle must have continued through the years. This census says that he 
was working as a beamer in a cotton mill. A beamer is the person who watches over a machine called a taper’s beam 
that winds threads side by side. 

Thomas married Mary Sylvia Duquet, better known as “Sylvia,” the following year. His brother, Phillip, got mar¬ 
ried the same day. Later that day, the two couples went on their honeymoon together in New York and Tarrytown. 

Thomas and Sylvia went on to have four children together. Their daughter told of how when she was bom in 1917 
her father brought her mother to the hospital in a horse and buggy. That same year he filled out a WWI draft registra¬ 
tion card, which listed him as being tall and slender with blue eyes and brown hair. 

In the 1920 census, Thomas is listed as working as a gage maker in a motorcycle factory. Throughout his life he 
worked at a number of factory jobs such as: an assembler for the radio industry, in the machine shop at the Chapman 
Valve Company, making aircraft engines at Pratt & Whitney, and finally working at Westinghouse. 

Thomas retired from Westinghouse and then decided he didn’t like retirement much and started working for a 
man who collected antique autos. According to his son, Thomas would “make the dies needed to make the parts.” 

During the Great Depression, Thomas had a hard time finding work. He did have a job working two days a week, 
but that was not enough to feed his family of four children and two adults, not to mention all of the frequent guests 
that they had. This was when the gardening lessons of his childhood came in handy. He had a large piece of property 
on the edge of Lake Lorraine in Indian Orchard, and according to his son “always planted several acres of all kinds of vege¬ 
tables. ’’Thomas also grew strawberries and peaches. At one point they had 3000 boiler chickens and 500 laying hens. 

Thomas died in 1962. His death record says he had a heart block, arteriosclerosis, and pulmonary emphysema. 
One of his nieces remembered him as “a very kind and friendly man. " 2I 22 2i 24 25 26 27

Notes for Michael John Kilbride 

Michael grew up in a strong-knit family in Massachusetts. His parents had emigrated from Ireland to America, and 
their children chose to remain in Massachusetts. However, according to his son, Michael Joseph, Michael spent some 
time during his youth roaming the Midwest playing the fiddle. At one point, he met a rancher who took a liking to 
him and offered him a partnership, but Michael returned home to marry Catherine Leahy in April 1880. The timing of 
this story does not quite match up with Michael’s work history, so it is possible that they either had a long courtship or 
he just turned the rancher down to return to Massachusetts and later married Catherine. Michael’s work history was: 

(1875 - 76) Laborer 

(1878 - 79) Chicopee Manufacturing Company 
(1879 - 80) Lamb Knitting Machine Company 
(1880 - 81) Musgrave Alpaca Company, Chicopee 
(1884 - 85) J. Stevens and Co.

(1890) Warwick Cycle Mfg. Co. 

According to Michael Joseph, Michael was a machinist who smoked a pipe and collected pictures ofprize fighters. 

In June 1880, Michael is listed as married, living with his parents in Chicopee, MA, but his wife is not listed in the 
household. The census record says he was working in an Alpaca Mill, and Ellen Christopher’s research says that it was 
the Musgrave Alpaca Company in Chicopee, MA. Perhaps he was living with his parents because it was close to his 
work. He was thirty-one years old. In the 1900 census, Michael and Catherine are listed as living together in a rented 
house at 26 Hampden St. in Springfield, MA. Michael was a laborer in a mill. According to his son, the family lived on 
the Old Leahy homestead before moving to Hampden Street. Catherine’s father, Thomas Leahy, had died in 1895. 

By the 1910 census, Michael is listed as having no occupation. He was living at 23 Worcester St., Indian Orchard, 
MA. Michael injured his leg in an elevator accident and the leg became ulcerous. His son, Tom, donated skin for a 
skin graft that did not take. Michael’s leg had to be amputated. After he left the hospital, he caught pneumonia and 
died. 45 46

Notes for Philip Kilbride 

Philip came to the United States in 1826. This was during a time of economic depression and crop failures in Ire¬ 
land, so Philip was one of many Irishmen who immigrated to the United States during that time. He arrived in New 
York and ended up living in Chicopee Falls, MA. He is listed in various census records and city directories as a labor¬ 
er, factory worker, and day laborer. Neither he nor his wife could read and write. The 1870 census says that he 
owned $ 1000 in real estate. In 1865, Chicopee had 1256 dwellings, 1577 families, 7581 inhabitants, 11 churches, and 
11 schools. 

When Philip died in 1883,his daughter, Mary, had predeceased him, dying of consumption. More tragedy struck 
the family when two of his sons, Andrew and Philip, were committed to an insane asylum sometime after Philip’s 
death.

Notes for Thomas Leahy 

According to his obituary, Thomas Leahy came to America as a young boy with his parents. At about this time, 
Ireland was having a huge population increase, which made it hard to find work and land to farm. And, for almost 
twenty years after the Napoleonic Wars, Ireland suffered an economic depression. This would be about when Thomas 
and his family emigrated—sometime after 1814, since that is when the shipping lanes re-opened after the Napoleonic 
Wars. Over 20,000 people emigrated from Ireland to North America in 1815-16 alone. Because the British govern¬ 
ment kept die cost of travel to the United States high, many of these emigrants went to Canada on ships which were 
returning to Canada to pick up more timber. Many of these emigrants then went from Canada to the United States 
where there were more Irish settlements. 

Thomas’s 1860 census record says that he was a laborer with S400 of real estate and $60.00 of personal posses¬ 
sions . In the 1863-64 Springfield directory, he is listed as a farmer who lived near Indian Orchard. When Thomas died 
of old age in 1895, it said that he was living on Bay Road in Indian Orchard at the time. Indian Orchard is a part of 
Springfield, MA.* 5 86

Notes for Mary Sylvia Duquet 

Mary Sylvia, or Sylvia as she was called, was the ninth of the thirteen children of David Duquet and Julie Trudo. 
Her mother died when she was sixteen years old, a difficult age for a girl to lose her mother. When she was eighteen, 
the 1910 census says she was working as a tailor in a shop and that she could read and write. b She probably learned her 
sewing skills from her mother, who had her fatal illness while working on her sewing machine. 

Sylvia married her husband, Thomas Kilbride, in 1911 on the same day her husband’s brother, Phillip, married Iris 
wife. Sylvia and Thomas were married first, in St. Matthew’s church. According to the announcement in the local 
newspaper, “The bride was gowned in burnt-blue satin. She wore a picture hat and carried a bouquet of lilies of the valley. ” Phil¬ 
lip and his bride, Mary Compton, were married in their own ceremony directly after in St. Matthew’s parish house. 
Both sets of couples and guests went back to the bridegrooms’ parents’ house for the reception. 

Sylvia and Thomas went on to have four children together. They 
raised them on a large piece of property on the edge of Lake Lorraine 
in Indian Orchard, MA. Their children had many happy memories of 
playing and boating on die lake. According to one of her sons, Sylvia 
“was a housewife and homemaker who loved children and catered to their every 
need. . . Besides the care of her children, cooking, housework and sewing etc., 
she painted and put up the wallpaper inside the house, as well as maintaining 
the outside. She had a way ofgetting us to help her and made it fun and inter¬ 
esting to do. ’’Her daughter remembered following in her mother’s foot¬ 
steps on the way to school. Sylvia would make a path through the snow 
that her little daughter could walk through. 

During the Great Depression, Thomas was only able get work two 
days a week, which was more work than many men were able to find 
at the time. The family supplemented their income with a little road¬ 
side store. Since their property was on the edge of the lake, it was a 
popular place to buy not only garden vegetables, but also hot dogs, 
candy, and soda. Sylvia got the children to help her make Adirondack 
chairs, which they then sold. During the Christmas season, she would 
take the kids into the woods to gather evergreens which she used to 
make wreaths to sell. 

One ol her sons remembered that “My Mother was a great cook, and maybe that’s why we always had up to 12 or 14 peo¬ 
ple eating with us. We always had a boarder at our house." And at one point, Sylvia cared for three of her nephews when 
their mother died. 

Sylvia outlived her husband, dying in 1967 at age 75. She was a devout Catholic, and her fellow members of the 
Catholic women’s group, The Daughters of Isabella, recited the rosary over her body at the funeral home. 98 99 100 101

Notes for David Duquet 

David was one of the fifteen children born to Amable Duquet and Domitelle Gibault in New York. David married 
his first wife, Julie, around 1875. It was a marriage arranged by their parents. They went on to have thirteen children 
together. 

David never learned to read and write. In the 1880 census, when he was 23, he is listed as a laborer. He was al¬ 
ready married by that time and had three children. According to his grandson, George, he worked as a lumberjack. In 
the 1900 census, he is listed as a teamster. His grandson, Herbert, said that David hauled lumber and other items all 
over New York state. 

Sometime after 1900, David’s daughter, Della (Maria Delia), moved to Springfield, MA. She wrote to her parents 
about the many job opportunities there. Her letters inspired David and Julie to move to Massachusetts. In the 1910 
Springfield directory, David is listed as working at the Stevens Arms and Tool Company in Chicopee Falls, MA. hi the 
1910 census, he is listed as working as a mechanic in a tool shop. Sadly, Julie had died by then, leaving David with five 
children under age sixteen to raise by himself. He was listed as a widower in the 1910 census. A year later, tragedy 
struck his family again when his daughter, Ella, died at age twelve of peritonitis, an infection of the lining of the ab¬ 
dominal wall.

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At some point, David married a Scottish woman with the last name of Sprague. He made frequent complaints 
about her cooking. His grandson, Howard, told a story of watching his grandfather throw some biscuits she had made 
out the door, hitting a woman who was passing by. She left David and moved back to Scotland, though it appears they 
may have never divorced. David had another wife after this, but they may not have been legally married. He also lived 
with various “widder ladies,” as his family called them. 

According to his son, George, David was not the easiest man to live with. George left home at age sixteen because 
“he could tolerate no more of his father’s hard orders or way of life.”“ However, later in life, David moved in with his daugh¬ 
ter, Sylvia’s, family, and his grandsons appear to have adored him. His grandson, Herbert, remembers meeting his 
grandfather for die first time when he accompanied them on a trip to Canada to visit relatives. David had moved back 
to Plattsburgh, New York at that point, again working as a teamster. According to Herbert, “. . .all the guards [at the 
border] would say, “Hey, Dave, what are you doing? He would say, 'I'm just here with my family, ’’and he would introduce every¬ 
body around. He said, “took them up to Canada, showed them around, and we’re going home. ’ One of them said, ‘Do you have any 
liquor aboard?’ He said, ‘Ohyeah! We got a lot of liquor aboard. It’s all in our stomachs!’ They’d say, ‘Okay, go ahead. ’” 

Later, when David moved in with them, both Herbert and his brother George had fond memories of t heir grand¬ 
father’s ingenuity. Both of them told how their grandfather took an old Dodge car and turned it into a tractor. Ac¬ 
cording to Herbert, “Old Billy [their horse] was getting too old to pull the plow. We had a bunch of old cars, there was a junk¬ 
yard down on Page Boulevard way down from us. My grandpa said, ‘Let's go down and see f we can find a car we can make a trac¬ 
tor out of. ’ The engine was good, it was running, but the whole car was wrecked. So we towed it up to the back of the barn, and we 
proceeded with hacksaws and everything to cut it apart, shorten up the [chassis], take the drive shaft cff, and made it like a jeep — 

short wheel base - and in lower gear it was poweful. He did something with the transmission. That was our tractor. Then he made 

a plow that had a lever you pulled and put the plow in and plow a row and when you got to the end of the row, he'd pull the lever 
and the plow would come out of the earth and we'd go to the next furrow. We plowed the wholefieldfor tomatoes, corn, strawberries 
and everything else. We had everything growing. My grandpa did all of that. He was quite a mechanic.” 

George said of this incident that he learned, “there was nothing we couldn’t do if we set our minds to it. ” George also 
tells of how David fixed their garage after a hurricane: “ The roof of the garage was picked up by the wind and deposited on the 
ground a short ways away, and it was all in one piece. The sides were blown out, each in one piece on 3 sides of the garage. After the 
hurricane, Gramp said to me ‘Let’s put the garage back the way it was. ’ We put rollers under the roof and rolled it into position over 
the concrete garagefloor. Then we jacked it up to a few inches higher than the sides. We braced it, then got each side raised in place, 
braced and tied together. Then we lowered the roof down to the sides. Voila! When we finished putting the doors back on, it looked 
like the hurricane never touched it! Working with my Grandpa gave me the confidence that I could do most anything that was possi¬ 
ble to do. ’ b 

One of David’s granddaughters shared this memory of him: “He enjoyed the moving pictures and loved going to the Mu¬ 
sic Hall. As we all lived just up the street, he always asked my father . . . and mother . . . fl could please come to the movies with 
him. In the time of silent pictures, the sub titles scrolled across the bottom of the screen. Because he had never learned to read, 
Grandpa had me recite the words out loud so he could understand the story. I tried so hard to keep my voice low, but he would shout 
out, ‘Talk louder. . .!’ Halfway through the show, the other patrons would start telling me to ‘BE QUIET! ’ I often prayed no one I 
knew was in the theater.” 

Anotlier granddaughter remembered that David enjoyed it when their family would gather around the piano and 
sing while her mother played.

Notes for Julie Trudo 

Like her husband, Julie was born to a large family in New York. They married when he was about 17 and she was 
about 16 in a marriage arranged by their parents. According to their son, George, a few days before the wedding, Ju¬ 
lie’ s mother found her “crying and complaining that she hardly knew David, didn’t think she liked him, and was not at all sure 
she wanted to marry him. ” Her mother replied that she had barely known her husband before they had married and their 
marriage had worked out. They’d been very happy together, so Julie shouldn’t worry. George remembered his moth¬ 
er as having a gentle personality. 

However, Julie also had a feisty side as one family story shows. It seems that she was upset with one of her chil¬ 
dren’s teachers. According to the family story, she gathered two of her boys up and “marched all of them over to the 
schoolhouse. Once there, Julie scolded the hapless teacher for singling out one of her children for punishment. Years later, George 
laughed as he told his children how she really laced into the woman in a way she would never forget. ” 

Another memory her boys had was of her letting them stay home from school so she could take them fishing. 

Julie was in her 50th year when she took sick while sitting at her sewing machine making clothes for her children.

Notes for Bartholomew Trudo 

Bartholomew ‘s mother died when he was about three years old, so he probably had very few memories of 
her. His father married a woman named Marie Roy Picotte a couple of years after his first wife’s death. Bartholomew 
had twelve siblings, so he when he started his own family with Eliza Louis Burbage it is not too surprising that it was 
so large—at least seventeen children! 3 

Bartholomew and Eliza met in New York. Eliza had moved there as a child, and Bartholomew had left his family 
behind in Canada and moved to New York by the time he was twenty-one, when he and Eliza were married there. 
Their first child, John, was born in Plattsburgh, NY while Bartholomew was working as a carpenter on the Old Stone

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Barracks, an army barracks that is still standing in Plattsburgh, NY. According to his son, John’s, bibliography, Bar¬ 
tholomew was an ” architect and builder" and that “Many of the finest buildings in that place [Plattsburgh] were planned by him 
and built under his supervision." According to various sources he was a carpenter, master cabinet-maker, and he also 
made furniture. 

Bartholomew became a U.S. citizen in 1846. When he died, his inventory listed (among other things): a horse, a 
mare, a cow, two bulls, three hogs, two ploughs, two wagons, a buggy, two harrows, a single bobsled, and a double 
bobsled. Bartholomew died in 1 876/ 236 237 238 239 2+0 2+1 2+2

Notes for John Burbage 

The records for John Burbage are a bit confusing, partially because some of the information about him seems to be 
mixed up with his wife, Lisette’s, second husband’s information. For example, John’s son, Edmond’s, death record 
calls John “James Burbage,” not John Burbage. Lisette’s second husband was named James Thompson, so that is prob¬ 
ably where the “James” came from. John’s sons, Edmund and Edward, appear to have changed their last names to 
Thompson after their mother re-married. 

What is known is that John was a carpenter/joiner from England who was living in Montreal when he married Li¬ 
sette Allard. He was most likely a Protestant and she was most likely a Catholic—because they were married in a 
Protestant church, but some of their children were baptized Catholic. Their first children were born in Sorel, Que¬ 
bec, Canada. Their first two children were twins, who died the day after they were born. A year later, the young cou¬ 
ple was recorded as passengers on a steamboat from Montreal to Quebec. Researchers have speculated that they were 
returning from a visit to England, but proof of this or other possible visits to England have not yet been conclusively 
found. Their son, Edmond’s, death record says he was born in England, as does his obituary, but all of Edmund’s cen¬ 
sus records say that he was born in Canada, including census records where his mother was still alive and living with 
him. 


John and Lisette moved from Sorel to Montreal, probably in August of 1 829, when John and five people with him 
are recorded as traveling on the steamboat St Lawrence going to Montreal in August. Their son, Henri, was born and 
died in Montreal in 1832. At some point, John may have worked on the Lachine canal near Montreal. It is not known 
when John died, but his wife was married to and living with James Thompson in Plattsburgh, NY in 1850. The 1840 
census records did not list the names of family members, but James Thompson does appear to be married with a fami¬ 


ly in 1840, so John may have died sometime between 1831-1840. It is not known if he died before or after his family

Notes for Louis-Lambert Duquet 

Louis’s father had been a voyageur, engaged to transport furs by canoe, so it is not surprising that Louis decided to 
follow in his father’s footsteps. According to Habitants and Merchants in Seventeenth-Century Montreal, “Farming was not 
considered morally superior to trade and the settlers understood very well that a young man would be better offgathering some sav¬ 
ings in thejur trade while he had the strength than spending his youth clearing land with little or no prafitjor hisfamily. ” The life 
of a voyageur has been romanticized throughout the years. According to one old voyageur, “I could carry, paddle, walk 
and sing with any man I ever saw. I have been twenty -Jouryears a canoe man, and forty-one years in service; no portage was ever too 
long for me, fifty songs could I sing. I have saved the lives of ten voyageurs, have had twelve wives and six running dogs. I spent all 
of my money in pleasure. Were I young again, I would spend my lfe the same way over. There is no lfe so happy as a voyageur's 

life!” 

However, the life of a voyageur was not as easy as this man implies, and many men, such as Louis, turned to other 
ways of making money later in life. Louis signed fur-trading contracts in 1742,1745 and 1756. And he may have done 
other fur-trading that went unrecorded. 

In 1749, Louis married Suzanne Boursier, with whom he was to have fourteen children. Besides fur-trading, Louis 
supported his family with farming and timber sales. He died in 1794. +2 ’ 424 425 426

Notes for Charles Duquet 

Charles was one of the thirteen children born to Jean Baptiste Duquet and Catherine Ursule Amiot. He was 
brought up in the French-Canadian traditions of farming and fur trading. After his marriage, he and his wife ran a trad¬ 
ing post in Bellevue for a number of years before they moved to Chateauguay. In 1736, while they were living in Cha¬ 
teauguay, Charles signed a fur-trading contract, agreeing to journey to Michilimackinac for furs.

Notes for Alexandre Boursier 

When Alexandre was fifteen years old, his father and one of his sisters were killed by the Iroquois, and another 
sister was taken away never to be seen again. a Overnight, Alexandre became the man of the family, helping to raise 
his younger siblings. Nine years later, when his mother died, he petitioned the courts to become the guardian of his 
younger sister and brother. It wasn’t until he was thirty-six that Alexandre started his own family by marrying an 
eighteen-year-old widow, Mare-Jeanne Primeau. Alexandre was serving in the military at the time. 

In May 1717, Alexandre embarked on a fur-trading expedition, so like many other colonial French-Canadians, he 
worked as a voyageur.

After looking at all of the vital records I could find for her fami¬ 
ly, it is very clear that all of these names refer to the same person. As it appears that her father’s last name was Isabel, Bourassa must have been 
a "dit" name (though it is possible that Isabel is the "dit" name). Some French Canadians used dit names as alternate last names. Why Fran¬ 
coise Elisabeth sometimes used Bourassa as her last name has not yet been discovered. Because she apparently had two different last names, it 
makes the identification of her parents more difficult. Some genealogists have thought that Francoise Elisabeth Bourassa was the daughter of a 
man named Jean Bourassa, but though he did have a daughter with that name, she appears to have been married to someone else in 1733, at a 
time when our Francoise Elisabeth was definately married to Louise Grioux (from the PRDH vital records website). 

There is also some confusion about Francoise Elisabeth due to a comment on her son Barthelmy’s baptism record that makes it sound like 
she and Louis were married immediately before Barthelmy was born, but that is not the case. It is very clear from the vital records that 
whichever last name you use, Francoise Elisabeth and Louis had been married for years before Barthelmy was bom. In fact, their marriage 
record exists, and the PRDH certificate for it mentions Francoise Elisabeth's father, Marc Isabel.

Jean was a first-generation Canadian, born to emigrant parents. When he was nineteen years old, he signed a 
contract to work on the farm of Martin Gueudon. Two years later, he decided to go adventuring and signed a docu¬ 
ment leaving his possessions to his brother, Pierre, if anything happened to him. According to this document, he was 
“going on a dangerous journey, crossing mighty rivers and climbing high mountains. ” Part of the document is missing, so the 
story of this journey has been lost to time.

Notes for Jean Boursier 

Jean, a French emigrant, married a first generation Canadian, Marie Marthe Thibodeau, in 1673. The couple lived 
in Montreal for the first few years of their marriage. Later, they moved to Lachine, a small town on the island of Mon¬ 
treal. Jean was active in buying and selling land, was a farmer, and was involved in the fur trader-purchasing mer¬ 
chandise to trade with the Indians. 

Tilings appeared to be going well for Jean and his family in Lachine, but then disaster struck. On August 4, 1689, 
the people of Lachine were attacked by the Iroquois. According to The Dictionary of Canadian Biography, “The inhabit¬ 
ants, in the depths ofsleep, knew nothing of their danger, until the fearful whoop and the bloody tomahawk and scalping knfe were 
already at work. The butchery was most fearful; the cruelties to women and children most revolting. Besides those instantly killed, 
many were burnt alive, and others died under prolonged torture.” 

People were dragged out of their homes and killed, and those who barricaded themselves inside were forced out 
when their houses were set on fire. Whole families were butchered and over 70 prisoners were taken. According to 
the records of the Ursulines, “This was the most terrible episode in the Iroquois wars. Without making any noise, four hundred 
Iroquois descended the river on the fourth of August in the middle of an unforgettable storm of rain and of hail. They crossed lac 
Saint Louis and plunged down unexpectedly from the heights of the island of Montreal. The following day, during the night, they 
spread throughout a wide area into three places and began a general massacre ‘in which they surpassed themselves in unheard of bar¬ 
barism. ’ God appeared to have abandoned the leadership of the French; everywhere (the colonists) were beaten with a shameless rag¬ 
ing conquest. They were abused and mocked by the savages who appeared to be the ministers of justicefor God through the punish¬ 
ment and the confusion and by the drunkenness and the kidnapping by the Iroquois. 

“In the single village of La Chine, which was the principal stage of the commotion, the Iroquois killed more than one hundred 
twenty persons and burned almost two hundred; the women were impaled, the children roasted on the spit or under the heat of the 
ashes, and other indescribable horrors.” 

Anodier source tells of what happened to some of the prisoners: 

“After this total victory, the unhappy band of prisoners was subjected to all the rage which the cruelest vengeance could inspire in 
these savages. 

“They were taken to the far side of Lake St. Louis by the victorious army, which shouted ninety times while crossing to indicate 
the number ofprisoners or scalps they had taken, saying, ‘we have been tricked, Ononthio, we will trick you as well. ’ Once they had 
landed, they lit fires, planted stakes in the ground, burnedfive Frenchmen, roasted six children, and grilled some others on the coals 
and ate them. ” 
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Jean and Marie Marthe’s youngest daughter was drowned by the Iroquois during the attack. Another daughter, 
Marie-Elisabeth, was taken prisoner and never heard from again. Jean himself was also either killed during the attack 
or taken prisoner. His family never learned what happened to him. Jean’s hope for a prosperous life in the New 
World was cruelly cut short. His wife was left a grieving widow. And to make matters worse, her mother had also

Notes for Madeleine Varenne 

Madeleine moved to New France with her husband, Claude Caron, possibly with their first child. Their other 
eight children were born in Canada. However, tragically, only four of their nine children lived to adulthood, and one 
of those four died when she was only eighteen years old. Life in the New World for Madeleine was full of sadness. She 
also brought some trouble on herself when she and two other people were taken to court for selling alcohol to the 
Native Americans in 1701. Madeleine’s husband died a few years later in 1708, and Madeleine herself died in 1727. 1091

Notes for Pierre Perthuis 

Pierre came to New Prance as a soldier in the Carignan-Salieres Regiment in the Salieres Company. Shortly after 
his arrival, his company was sent to build a fort at the mouth of Lake Champlain. His company commander, the Mar¬ 
quis of Salieres, talked about Iris orders to build dris fort: 

"7 was ordered to set out with seven companies to build ajort at the mouth of Lake Champlain, without a carpenter, nor any 
other skilled workmen and with very Jew tools .... 7 arrived there with 350 men . . . many J whom were sick with stomachflu 
caused by the heavy rains and cold and who were also ill clothed, barefoot and had no pots to cook their salt pork or to make por¬ 
ridge. " 

In spite of these difficulties, they started work on the fort immediately upon arrival. Within a day, they had start¬ 
ed clearing the land and laying out the perimeter of the fort. The logs nearby weren’t suitable, so they had to use the 
cedars they had just cleared from the land to build a raft to go to a nearby island that had the proper logs. While some 
men were doing this, others were digging a trench for the palisade. Since tools were scarce, many of them had to use 
their bare hands. They completed the 35 x 45 meter fort in just three weeks — including storage houses and barracks! 

After completing the fort, the Salieres Company retreated to their Montreal winter quarters. However, drey were 
not allowed to rest for long. Unfortunately for Pierre and the other soldiers, New Prance had a new governor, Daniel 
de Remy de Courcelle. He was an aristocrat who had arrived in Quebec that September. He had never spent a winter 
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in Canada. This was soon to have devastating consequences. 

When the Iroquois heard of the huge influx of soldiers to New France, they asked for a peace treaty. In Novem¬ 
ber, members of the Iroquois Confederacy and the French signed some peace agreements. The Mohawks, also mem¬ 
bers of the Confederacy, did not attend. This signaled to the French that the Mohawks didn’t want peace and weren’t 
intimidated by the new soldiers. Governor De Courcelle decided that the best way to deal with this was to attack. Not 
everyone agreed. According to Marquis de Salieres, “When I understood and saw the state our soldiers were in for this enter¬ 
prise, I saw all things ill disposed, the soldiers having no snowshoes, very few axes, a single blanket, no equipment for the ice and 
having only one pair of moccasins and stockings. When I saw all this, I said to the captains that it would require one of God's mira¬ 
cles for any good to come of this. Some of them replied that M. le gouverneur did as he pleased and took advice from no one. " 

It is unknown whether Pierre went on the expedition, but it is likely that he did since other members of his com¬ 
pany were there. Captain Tapie de Monteil said of the expedition: “We lost in this expedition, that we began in January, 
400 men, all victims of the intense cold. We walked with Monsieur de Courcelle, governor, and . . . Monsieur de Tracy to surprise an 
enemy village, but the guides froze to death on the way, and we could not attain our objective.” 1 

The army left Fort Ste Therese on January 30th with five to six hundred men. Then, of course, since diey had 
no guides, they got lost. They wandered around for over two weeks hungry and cold, until they ran across some cab¬ 
ins outside of Schenectady, which they thought were part of an Indian village. They proceeded to ransack the cabins 
and slaughter the mixed-race occupants. Some Mohawks who had been trading with the Dutch in Schenectady heard 
the shots and came to investigate. Accounts seem to vary about what happened, but it appears that there were casual¬ 
ties on both sides. According to the Mohawks, they killed twelve soldiers, captured two, and found five soldiers dead 
of cold or hunger. They themselves lost three warriors and had five wounded. 

The Dutch burgomaster of Schenectady arrived and told the French that the entire area had passed from Dutch 
control to English control the previous summer. Not wanting to start a fight with the English, the French soldiers ob¬ 
tained some provisions from the Dutch and headed back to Quebec. Unfortunately for them, the Mohawks started 
attacking them as they marched, killing at least four soldiers and wounding others. 

The soldiers’ provisions ran out in the middle of Lake Champlain. They had stored a cache of food for the return 
journey home, but someone had emptied it. More soldiers died of hunger and exposure, and some became snow- 
blind. They finally reached Chambly the 8th of March. Numbers vary as to how many soldiers died on this expedition. 
A popular figure is 400, based on de Monteil’s quote, but there is the possibility that he was talking about how many 
men they started out with and not how many died. Another source said that at first they thought it was 60, but then 
some of die men came straggling in, so the final number appears to be unknown. Plus, other men were injured and 
possibly died on the way to start the expedition at Fort Ste Therese. Whatever the number, the whole expedition was 
a disaster. 

One can only imagine how the men like Pierre felt about this winter expedition. 

Pierre and the other soldiers had been sent to New France to help protect the settlers from the Iroquois, but there 
was anodier part to their mission. The authorities hoped that some of the soldiers would settle in Canada once their 
tour of duty was over. Land inducements were offered, and Pierre was one of the soldiers who decided to make his 
home in Canada. He married Claude Damise in 1668 and had twelve children with her. It appears that they had a hard 
life in Canada, since in 1681 they only had four acres under cultivation. Claude died in 1705, and two years later 
Pierre married another ancestor of ours, Francoise Moisan. 1 ' By this time, he’d become blind from diabetes. He died

Notes for Claude Damise 

Claude’s father died when she was a young girl in France. Her mother re-married and her stepfather agreed to 
take care of Claude and her brother. However, Claude decided that she wanted to set out for the New World, so she 
signed up to be a “Filles du Roi,” translated as “Daughter of the King.” However, tins did not mean tint she was relat¬ 
ed to the king. It is the term used for the young women who emigrated from France to Canada between 1663 and 
1673 to look for husbands. They were called the king’s daughters because the crown paid for their passage and dowry, 
though sometimes the dowries weren’t actually paid. 

The French were getting concerned about the huge influx of English emigrants to the New World that started in 
the 1630s. The French colonies had nowhere near the number of people in them that the English colonies had. There 
just weren’t as many French families willing to uproot themselves and move to the New World. However, tire French 
colonies did have a number of unmarried men, so they came up with the idea of sending brides to them. Women were 
sought from all over France and emissaries even went to orphanages to find candidates. Claude was one of these wom¬ 
en. 

One can only imagine Claude’s feelings when she landed on a totally foreign and wild shore to start a new life. 
Many of die young women took one look at Canada and asked to be returned to France. Claude chose to stay. And, 
since her goal was to find a husband, she was successful. However, before this was to happen, it appears that she had 
an illegitimate child with a man named Jean Paradis. 1 ’ 

Claude later married Pierre Perhuis. The couple had twelve children together. Claude died in 1705. 11+3 11+4

Notes for Henri Belisle 

Henri was the son of a druggist, which is probably why he became interested in the practice of medicine. He be¬ 
came a master surgeon, which means he was an apprentice to a master surgeon, then interned in a hospital or in the 
military. After about six years of training, he would have taken a masters exam. In general, surgeons were responsible 
for treating external ailments such as wounds, while doctors were responsible for treating illness and internal ail¬ 
ments. Doctors usually practiced in hospitals and in large towns, while the surgeons often lived in more remote areas. 
Because of this, a surgeon could find that he was the only medical practitioner in an area, and many also delved into 
treating internal ailments. 

Henri immigrated to New France sometime between 1681 and 1690 (probably closer to 1690), and on June 26, 
1690, he married the daughter of a surgeon, Catherine Mosny. For the next ten years he practiced medicine around 
the city of Quebec. Unfortunately for Henri, the main story that seems to have been passed down about these years is 
that of one of his failures—a patient whose leg he was unable to heal obtained a “miraculous” cure at the sanctuary of 
Sainte-Anne de Beaupre. Perhaps the work Henri had done on it contributed to this cure. 

The Dictionnaire biographique du Canada says that in 1701 Henri was hired as a wood runner and surgeon by Bo- 
chart de Champigny and sent to Detroit. A wood runner was an unlicensed fur trader. This seems a bit odd since the 
Dictionnaire goes on to say t hat he was in the king’s service, so perhaps he did have some sort of license. Whichever 
the case, it means that Henri became a fur trader along with his occupation as a surgeon. One Jesuit source said that 
fur trading involved “the sort of person who thought nothing of coveringjive to six hundred leagues by canoe, paddle in hand, or 
of living off corn and bear fat Jor twelve to eighteen months, or of sleeping in bark or branch cabins.’ 

While Henri was in Detroit, his wife and four children remained in Quebec, but his wife died while he was away. 
Three of his children were put in the care of the sisters of Notre Dame at Sainte-Famille, ille d’Orleans. Two of his

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daughters later entered this community. 

In 1705, Henri married Marie-Francoise-Perinne Dandonneau Lajeunesse, awidow with nine children. He ap¬ 
pears to have moved around a lot during this marriage, living both in Quebec and Detroit. His second wife died in 
Detroit in 1711. Henri married again the following year, this time to Jeanne Archambault. They had at least nine chil¬ 
dren together/ 

Henri appears to have had troubles with creditors for much of his life. His financial difficulties were not helped 
when in 1730 he had to stop practicing surgery because of some sort of nervous trouble which appears to have affected 
his hand.

Notes for Etienne Trudeau 

Etienne’s father was a master mason in France who died when Etienne was about eight years old, so he was 
not able to teach Etienne his trade. Instead, Etienne became a master carpenter. 

When Etienne was eighteen, he signed a contract to work for the Saint-Sulpice Seminary in Ville-Marie (t lie early 
name for Montreal). Unfortunately for Etienne, his journey to the New World would be a perilous one. The ship, 
Saint-Andre, departed France on 29 June 1659. What the passengers didn’t realize was that it had previously been used 
as a hospital ship for sick soldiers and was full of germs. Many of die passengers caught typhus and died during the 
journey. An account by Marie de l’lncarnation says: “There were nearly two hundred on board and nearly all were ill. Eight 
died at sea and others when they landed. Nearly all the country was infected and the hospital was filled with the sick. ” Also, they 
ran into some storms and nearly sank. Etienne must have been very relieved to have survived the journey when the 
ship landed on September 29th. 

The sulpicians had a house for tlieir workers a mile and a half outside of Ville-Marie. On May 6, 1662, 
Etienne and two others were returning home from work. Just as they approached the house, “a band of Indians stood up 
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and raised their guns. At this same moment one of the three [Frenchmen] cried, ‘To arms, the enemy is on us. ’ The Iroquois com- 
mencedjiring while our men quickly madejor the redoubt. Le Sieur Trudeau, very big and strong, and with proven courage, encoun¬ 
tered the fleeing sentry [who was supposed to be guarding the house] and with some kicks and cuffs got him back into the house. 
Then began what wasfor one side a furious attack, andfor the other a spirited defense. The Iroquoisfired repeatedly and stormed the 
position while the d fenders on their side responded with intrepid confidence and always with pity for the Iroquois who, after having 
fired over 300 shots, had no more advantage than having cut the weapon of Raulier in haf.” 

The shooting was heard from Ville Marie and eventually men from the village came to rescue them, and the Indi¬ 
ans retreated. According to one source, there is a plaque between the Ru Sainte-FIubert and Amherst street in Mon¬ 
treal commemorating this battle. 

In 1665, Etienne’s contract was up, and he was conceded some land in Montreal. Fie spent the rest of his life 
building many of die early Montreal buildings. Fie married Adrienne Barbier in 1667 and together they had fourteen 
children—thirteen boys and one girl! At the end of his life, he and his wife lived with their son Charles. Etienne died 
in 1712 in the town he had worked so hard to help build.

Notes for Adrienne Marie Barbier 

Adrienne was the oldest daughter of Gilbert Barbier and Catherine Delavaux. She was also a member of the first 
generation of her family to be born in New France. When she was ten years old, she went to work at the Flotel-dieu, 
the first hospital in New France. When she was fourteen years old, her parents asked her to marry twenty-five year 
old Etienne Trudeau, who was a carpenter like her father. Family lore has it that she would have rather remained at 
the hospital, but that her parents’ wishes prevailed. Later, Sister Morin wrote of their marriage that “It serves Godforshe 
is the mother of a large family which she nourishes and raises in love and fear of Our Lord with structure and wisdom in all things.” 
Fler parents may have had some wisdom in their choice for their daughter as her husband was a successful carpenter, 
and she was well-cared for the rest of her life. 

Etienne and Adrienne were married for forty-five years before Etienne died in 1712. They were living with their 
son, Charles, at the time. In 1717, Adrienne distributed her wealth among her children and moved in with her son

Notes for Pierre Billeron 

The date of Pierre’s emigration from France to the New World is unknown at this time. We do know that at 
some point he was in the military company of a Sieur de Moyan, though there were a father and two brothers of that 
name who had companies, so it’s hard to know under who he served. He received permission to leave the company in 

1695. 

Pierre seems to have had a varied career. At various times in his life he was listed as a soldier, tailor, merchant, 
and innkeeper. He received a concession of land in 1700, so he was probably also a farmer. 

Pierre married Marie Marthe Forcier in 1692 and they had six children together. She died in February 1703, leav¬ 
ing Pierre with five children under the age of ten to raise on his own (one of their children had died the year before). 
By the end of die year he had solved that problem by marrying Jeanne Delguel. They had no children.

Notes for Jean Renaud 

Jean Renaud emigrated from France to the New World sometime before his marriage to Catherine Millet in 
1671. Jean was a church warden and farmer. Jean and Catherine had been married nineteen years and had eight chil¬ 
dren together when an event happened which changed their lives forever. On July 2nd of 1690, a group of about one 
hundred Indians were spotted canoeing down the river. The year before the Indians had massacred the French settlers 
in Lachine, and so the French were always on the lookout for more attacks. They sent t he women and children to hide 
and organized a group of men, Jean among them, to attack the canoeing Indians. The men fired upon the Indians and 
some of the Indians’ boats capsized in the river. The rest quickly rowed to shore and fought back. A number of settlers 
and Indians were killed in the fighting before Indians ran off taking four or five prisoners with them. 1 Jean was one of

Notes for Prudent Bougret 

Prudent was the son of an archer in Prance. He emigrated to the New World sometime around or before 
1666 where he married Marie Charlotte Etienne and had twelve children with her. Prudent owned or leased much 
property during his lifetime, including an island in the St. Lawrence River called at various times lie Notre-Dame; lie 
Dufort (Prudent’s dit name); and its current name, He Charron. Today this island is part of Hie roadway linking Mon¬ 
treal to Longueuil. He also inherited some other islands upon the death of his son, Jacques, in 1687. These islands had 
been willed to Jacques by his godfather, Jacques Lemaire. When Jacques died, Prudent inherited diem. They included 
He Dupas, He aux Vaches, some other small islands, and a fief called Chicot. Isle Dupas and He aux Vaches are in die 
Archipelago of Saint Pierre, a group of 103 islands in Lake Saint Pierre, formed by the broadening of the St. Lawrence 
River.

Notes for Marie Charlotte Philippe Etienne 

Marie Charlotte was the oldest child of Philippe Etienne and Marie Viens. Eler mother died when Charlotte was 
about eleven years old, probably in childbirth. Her father re-married less than six months later. Quick re-marriages 
after the deat h of a spouse were not uncommon in those days, especially if t here were young children involved. Marie 
Charlotte married Prudent Bougret when she was about seventeen years old. It appears that she was able to read and 
write, since she signed her own name on the marriage contract. 

Through lots of hard work, Marie Charlotte and her husband were able to make a good living for themselves and 
accumulate land that they could pass on to their children. After her husband’s death in 1708, Marie Charlotte main¬ 
tained the family holdings until 1718 when she passed the Isle Dufort on the Saint Lawrence River, and a lot and house 
in Boucherville to two of her sons, Prudent and Louis. In exchange she received 24 minots of wheat flour, a fat pig, a 
quarter of beef, 30 pounds of butter, 1 sheep 20 cords of firewood, and 250 livres in silver annually, and the use of 1 
cow in the summer. Her other children were promised 225 livres each, except Marie, who would receive 450 livres.

Notes for Jean Aubuchon 

Jean emigrated from France to Canada and was given a grant of land in 1649 near Cap-de-la-Madeleine. He mar¬ 
ried Marguerite Sedillot in 1654, but as she was only eleven years old at the time the marriage was nullified, and t hey 
had to re-marry in 1655 after she turned twelve. 

Jean was a fur trader with the Indians and broke die law by selling them brandy. He was then caught committing 
adultery widi a woman named Marguerite Boissel in 1660/ He was living in Ville-Marie (Montreal) at the time and 
was banished from the town. His first child with his wife was born that same year in Montreal, and his second child 


a Unless there were two women named Marguerite Boissel in Montreal at the time, it appears that she was married to a man named Etienne 
Bouchard when she had the affair with Jean. And there is a PRDH baptism record that has no birth date associated with it for a child she had. 
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was bom the following year in Trois-Rivieres, so presumably his wife followed him to Trois-Rivieres. There Jean 
tried to restore his good name by establishing a foundation for the saying of Masses and leading a more Christian life. 
He was allowed to return to Montreal and became a church-warden.

Notes for Marguerite Sedilot 

Marguerite was married to her first husband when she was only eleven years old, but the marriage was nullified 
due to her young age. They re-married a year later, when she was twelve 

While she was pregnant with her first child, Marguerite’s husband, Jean, was accused of adultery and banished 
from Montreal. Marguerite did not immediately leave with him as her child was born in Montreal. However, her next 
child was born about twelve months later in Trois-Rivieres, so she must have followed Jean there not long after her 
first child was born. 

Jean appears to have mended his ways, but then Marguerite herself took a lover named Jacques Paillerault. In 
1685, Jean was found murdered in his bed. Marguerite was accused of his murder, and she in turn accused her lover 
who was also arrested. It appears that some clothes and other items belonging to Jean were found in Jacques’s house. 
At one point Marguerite and Jean’s son, Jean, was also a suspect. 

All three were either acquitted or released and Jean’s murder was never solved. 1721 1722 1723 1724 1725

Notes for Urbain Baudreau 

Montreal was first settled in 1642, but it was under constant threat of attack by the Iroquois, so the settlement 
had a hard time growing. An effort was made in France to recruit more settlers, and they were able to find 117-154 a 
men who signed contracts to journey to Ville Marie (the early name for Montreal). These recruits were called “La 
Grand Recrue.” Of these men, only 102-120 actually showed up when it came time to start the voyage to Canada. 
One of these men was Urbain Baudreau. Their ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in Brittany on June 20, 1653. 

St. Nicolas de Nantes did not get very far. It was in poor shape and started taking on water. After traveling 350 
leagues, it had to return to shore. However, the organizers of the trip were concerned about losing the recruits, so 
they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in France. According to 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de Maisonneuve and all 
of his soldiers stopped on an islandfrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have stayed. Some even set 
about swimming to save themselves since they were furious and believed they had been taken to perdition .” The replacement ship 
picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After this rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness on board, probably from scurvy, and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on Sep¬ 
tember, 22, 1653, where it ran aground. After the passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned 
in place since they could not get it to sail again. 

Even after their voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre¬ 
al. Many of t hem were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep them in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move up the river. He was trying to keep the recruits in Quebec 
through die winter in hopes that some of them would decide to stay instead of going on to Montreal. These difficulties 
were finally overcome and the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

Urbain was ready to start his new life. His contract was for five years, and when it was up in 1658, he sailed back 
to France. However, he must have liked his chances in the New World, because he returned to Canada in 1659. In 


Accounts vary 
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1663 he became a corporal in the Holy Family Militia, formed to defend the colony and from 1663-1667, he was 
elected Trustee and Procurator for the Colony of Montreal (similar to being a Mayor). Urbain must have been well- 
respected by his peers. And, he was probably considered a good marital catch! He married Mathurine Juillet in 1664 
and had eight children with her. 

Urbain owned a few pieces of property, both in town and in the country surrounding Montreal. One of his 
properties was across from the auberge St. Gabriel, built in 168 8 a and now considered the oldest inn in North Ameri¬ 
ca. The inn was about a year old when Urbain purchased his property. 

Urbain died in 1695, knowing he had given his children a good start in the New World. 1743 1744 1745 174617471748

Notes for Etienne Contant 

Etienne was a weaver who emigrated to Canada as a soldier in the Poitou Regiment in the company led by Captain 
Francois de Tapie de Monteil. In February 1664, he was sent from France with a fleet of ships taking settlers to the 
Antilles in the Caribbean. The ship he was on was called Le Breze, and some accounts say that Le Breze was attacked by 
Turkish ships off Portugal. They repelled the attack and continued on to the Antilles where they dropped off their pas¬ 
sengers. 

From there, t he company went to Cayenne, Guyana where they ousted the Dutch and claimed it for France. Then 
they went back to t he Antilles and stayed in Guadeloupe for the rest of their time in t he south. 

In April 1665, Etienne’s company was sent to Canada to help protect the settlers from the Iroquois, who had been 
viciously attacking them. It must have been a bit of a culture shock to go from the Caribbean to Canada, especially 
considering what awaited them. They arrived on 30 June 1665 to a relieved welcome from the settlers. According to 
the Jesuit Superior, Francois Fe Mercier: “On the 30th, there appeared in the distance two sails, which filled us with joy. It is 
impossible to express the satisfaction of all people. ” 

Etienne and the men he came with were attached to, but not incorporated into, the Carignan Regiment (also 
known as die Carignan-Salieres Regiment). He was in the Monteil company under Captain Francois de Tapie. 

Unfortunately for Etienne and the other soldiers, New France had a new governor, Daniel de Remy de Cour- 
celle. He was an aristocrat who had arrived in Quebec that September. He had never spent a winter in Canada. This 
was soon to have devastating consequences. 

When the Iroquois heard of the huge influx of soldiers to New France, they asked for a peace treaty. In Novem¬ 
ber, members of the Iroquois Confederacy and the French signed some peace agreements. The Mohawks, also mem¬ 
bers of the Confederacy, did not attend. This signaled to the French that the Mohawks didn’t want peace and weren’t 
intimidated by the new soldiers. Governor De Courcelle decided that the best way to deal with this was to attack. Not 
everyone agreed. According to Marquis de Salieres, Colonel of the Carignan-Salieres Regiment, “When I understood and 
saw the state our soldiers were infor this enterprise, I saw all things ill disposed, the soldiers having no snowshoes, very few axes, a 
single blanket, no equipmentfor the ice and having only one pair of moccasins and stockings. When I saw all this, I said to the cap¬ 
tains that it would require one of God's miracles for any good to come of this. Some of them replied that M. le gouverneur did as he 
pleased and took advice from no one. " 

It is unknown whether Etienne went on the expedition, but it is likely that he did since it appears that his captain 
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was on it. Captain Tapie de Monteil said of the expedition: “We lost in this expedition, that we began in January, 400 men, 
all victims of the intense cold. We walked with Monsieur de Courcelle, governor, and . . . .Monsieur de Tracy to surprise an enemy 
village, but the guides froze to death on the way, and we could not attain our objective.” “ 

The army left Fort Ste Therese on January 30th with five to six hundred men. Then, of course, since they had 
no guides, they got lost. They wandered around for over two weeks hungry and cold, until they ran across some cab¬ 
ins outside of Schenectady, which they thought were part of an Indian village. They proceeded to ransack the cabins 
and slaughter the mixed-race occupants. Some Mohawks who had been trading with die Dutch in Schenectady heard 
the shots and came to investigate. Accounts seem to vary about what happened, but it appears that there were casual¬ 
ties on both sides. According to the Mohawks, they killed twelve soldiers, captured two, and found five soldiers dead 
of cold or hunger. They themselves lost three warriors and had five wounded. 

The Dutch burgomaster of Schenectady arrived and told the French that the entire area had passed from Dutch 
control to English control the previous summer. Not wanting to start a fight with the English, the French soldiers ob¬ 
tained some provisions from the Dutch and headed back to Quebec. Unfortunately for them, the Mohawks started 
attacking them as they marched, killing at least four soldiers and wounding others. 

The soldiers’ provisions ran out in the middle of Lake Champlain. They had stored a cache of food for the return 
journey home, but someone had emptied it. More soldiers died of hunger and exposure, and some became snow- 
blind. They finally reached Chambly the 8th of March. Numbers vary as to how many soldiers died on this expedition. 
A popular figure is 400, based on de Monteil’s quote, but there is the possibility that he was talking about how many 
men they started out with and not how many died. Another source said that at first they thought it was 60, but then 
some of die men came straggling in, so the final number appears to be unknown. Plus, other men were injured and 
possibly died on the way to start the expedition at Fort Ste Therese. Whatever the number, the whole expedition was 
a disaster. 

One can only imagine how the men like Etienne, who had just come to Canada from the Caribbean, felt about this 
winter expedition! 

The following September the soldiers launched another expedition against the Mohawks, even larger than t he Jan¬ 
uary one. It is likely that Etienne was also a member of this expedition since it was led by the commander of his regi¬ 
ment, tire Marquis de Tracy. This expedition consisted of about 1100 French soldiers and 100 of their Indian allies. b 
The Mohawks heard of it in time to abandon their villages. The soldiers burned four abandoned villages and returned 
home in November. 

While this expedition didn’t seem to accomplish much, it was considered a success. The following July a peace 
treaty was signed with all of the Iroquois that lasted twenty years. 

Etienne and the other soldiers had been sent to New France to help protect the settlers from the Iroquois, but 
there was another part to their mission. The authorities hoped that some of the soldiers would settle in Canada once 
their tour of duty was over. Land inducements were offered, and Etienne was one of the soldiers who decided to 
make his home in Canada. He married Anne Laine in 1669 and had six children with her. Etienne died in 1685. ,8S

Notes for Anne Laine 

Anne Laine was a Fille du Roi, translated as “Daughter of the King.” Flowever, this did not mean that she was re¬ 
lated to the king. It is the term used for the young women who emigrated from France to Canada between 1663 and 
1673 to look for husbands. They were called the king’s daughters because the crown paid for their passage and dowry, 
though sometimes the dowries weren’t actually paid. 

The French were getting concerned about the huge influx of English emigrants to the New World that started in 
the 1630s. The French colonies had nowhere near the number of people in them that the English colonies had. There 
just weren’t as many French families willing to uproot themselves and move to the New World. Flowever, die French 
colonies did have a number of unmarried men, so they came up with the idea of sending brides to diem. Women were 
sought from all over France and emissaries even went to orphanages to find candidates. Anne was one of these wom¬ 
en. 

One can only imagine Anne’s feelings when she landed on a totally foreign and wild shore to start a new life. 
Many of die young women took one look at Canada and asked to be returned to France. Anne chose to stay. And, 
since her goal was to find a husband, she was successful. She married Etienne Contant in 1669, but he died in June 
1685, leaving her a widow with six young children in the wilds of Canada. Fler oldest was fourteen and her youngest 
was less than a year old. She desperately needed another husband. She found one in just a few months, marrying Rene 
Bisson, a man in his late fifties, in November of the same year. Rene died twenty-two years later, leaving Anne a wid¬ 
ow again. Widiin a year, she married a man named Marc Tessier. It appears that he may have died about six months

Notes for Denis Duquet 

Denis left France for the New World when he was about twenty-six years old. He married Catherine Gauthier the 
following year. They were to have eleven children together. 

Denis was literate and a man of property. In 1649 he was granted a large piece of land in Quebec City that went 
from the Citadel to Chateau Saint Louis and from die Grand Allee to the Riviere Saint Laurent. The Citadel still ex¬ 
ists, and the Chateau Frontenac Hotel now stands in the place of the original Chateau. Denis named his land in honor 
of his patron saint, Saint Denys. Today there is still an Avenue Saint Denys that marks the southern boundary of his 
property. 

Denis was given the title “Honorable Gentleman” in 1659 and was a member of Traite de Tadoussac, an organiza¬ 
tion that owned a warehouse and trading post, and sent furs to France. He was well-off enough to give a dowry of 
over 1100 livires to his daughter Francoise—a large amount for the times. 

At some time between 1646 and 1653, Denis suffered a severe injury and either lost his right hand or lost the use 
of it. After t hat time, he had to write with his left hand and his signature changed to become almost a mirror image of 
his original signature. 

Denis died in 1675. There was a death notice for him which, according to Janice Busher, was a rare honor for a 
layman. Her translation of the death notice is below. 

On the twenty-seventh day of the month of November in the year one thousand six hundred and seventy-jive, Denis Duquet, a 
resident of the coast of Lauzon, died at the age of seventy years. He was living in the hospital of Quebec, (and died) after having 
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received the holy sacraments of last communion and Extreme Unction. The body was buried the following day in the cemetery of the 
Paupers beside the Hospital. 

According to Mrs. Busher, it was Denis’s choice to be buried in the Pauper’s Cemetery. Years later, these bodies 
were reburied in die crypt of the Cathedral de Notre Dame de Quebec, Denis’s final resting place. 1910 1911 1912

Notes for Catherine Gauthier 

Catherine was about seven years old when her father died in 1631. He was a master printer. Her mother re¬ 
married a man who was also in the printing business, Charles Sevestre. When Catherine was about twelve years old, 
her family emigrated to New France. What young Cadierine’s feelings about leaving all of her friends behind and 
moving to the wilderness to live in a town of about 400 people are lost to posterity. Within two years after their arri¬ 
val, Cadierine was wed to Denis Duquet. He was about twice her age. 

Catherine must have been an fine needlewoman, because the records show that when the church of Notre Dame 
de Recouverance burned down, she donated money for the rebuilding effort by refusing payment for “linen articles 
which she had made for the church.” 

But Catherine and Denis had donated a much more precious item to the church—their daughter, Agnes. Agnes 
had been educated at the Ursuline school, which must have made a great impression on her, because she decided to 
become a nun in 1667. This decision was very difficult for her parents. According to the Ursuline records, her par¬ 
ents were so upset with the decision that they turned the negotiations over to their son-in-law, Jean Madry, “in place of 
her parents, who had great pain at making their sacrifice.” The Ursuline convent was a cloistered order. This meant that 
once Agnes joined, she would spend the rest of her life sequestered from the outside world. Her parents would be cut 
off from her for the rest of their lives. 

Catherine was left a widow in 1675 when Denis died after thirty-seven years of marriage. His death was the be- 
ginnin gof a series of tragedies for Catherine. She had raised all of her children to young adulthood—a difficult feat in 
the 1600s—but then her adult children started dying. Her daughter Catherine died in 1678, her son Philippe died in 
1682, her son Pierre died in 1687, and Agnes died in April 1702. Catherine’s own death date is unknown, but it is 
known that she was still alive in May 1702.

Notes for Mathieu Amiot 

Mathieu’s parents had both emigrated from France to the New World to build a life for themselves. However, his 
father died when Mathieu was a boy, and he and his brother, Jean, were sent to work and live with the Jesuits. They 
eventually became interpreters. In 1650, Mathieu married Marie Miville, and together they had sixteen children. 
Mathieu must have been well thought of in his community because at one point he was granted letters of nobility. 
However, before his new title was registered, Louis XIV abolished all unregistered titles. Unlike other people in the 
same situation, Mathieu and his family never filed a claim to his title, so it was eventually annulled. 

Mathieu owned various pieces of property, but when he died in 1688, he had more debts than assets, and his 
property had to be sold. The financial dealings after his death caused much strife within his family, and it is said that his 
wife died of a broken heart after her oldest son, Charles, filed a lawsuit against her. 1964

Notes for Pierre Mallet 

Pierre, like many early French-Canadians, presumably emigrated from France to the New World to better his 
situation in life. He appears to have been satisfied with his decision as he remained in Quebec for the rest of his life, 
marrying there and having six children. Through the years, he purchased and rented many properties, and in 1690, he 
hired another ancestor of ours, 192. Etienne Trudeau, to build the wood frame for his new house. 

At this time, Pierre’s death date is unknown, but it appears that his wife started taking over some of the family 
financial dealings around 1696, so Pierre may have been failing in health by then. Pierre and Marie-Anne leased their 
farmlands in 1699, so Pierre may have felt he was unable to continue the work himself. Pierre died before his wife, as 
she was named a widow on a document in 1712. 1987

Notes for Marie-Anne Hardy 

Marie-Anne was a “Filles a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry 
between 1634 and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of the colonists in New France were male, so it was difficult for 
any of them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem 
by finding women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small 
dowry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to 
France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

What’s interesting about Marie-Anne is that she appears to have come from a fairly well-to-do family. Her father 
was a merchant and goldsmith, and she was able to read and write—something that many of the other Filles a Marier

were not able to do. She was between 23 and 28 years old at the time, which was probably considered old during a 
time when French women were marrying in their early teens. So it is likely that she had a hard time finding a husband 
in France for some reason and decided to come to the New World to try her luck. Fler gamble paid off, and she mar¬ 
ried Pierre Mallet in 1662 and had six children with him. 

Marie-Anne’s education probably came in handy when she started taking over the family finances around 1696 
when her husband apparently wasn’t able to deal with them anymore. She survived her husband and died in 1726. Fler

Notes for Francois Brunet 

Francois emigrated to the New World from France as a young man. In 1669, when he was about twenty-six 
years old, he became betrothed to a nine-year-old girl, Marie-Marthe Thibodeau. This was just a promise of marriage, 
and it was never to actually happen. About a year later, there was a falling-out between Francois and Marie-Marthe’s 
father, Mathurin Thibodeau, when Francois sued him for the loss of a gun and blanket when Francois’s canoe capsized 
on the river. It is unclear why the Thibodeau family was responsible for this, but the court ruled in favor of Francois, 
and Mathurin Thibodeau was ordered to pay Francois 100 deniers. 

Three years later, Francois married Barbe Beauvais. In the marriage contract, her parents promised to give the 
young couple 400 livres tournois as a dowry. They eventually moved to Lachine and had twelve children together. In 
the 1681 census, they owned one gun, seven head of cattle and had twelve arpents of land under cultivation (one 
square arpent is about 0.845 acres). In 1685, Francois supplemented their farming income by hiring out as a fur trad¬ 
er. In 1688 he was part of a fur-trading partnership, funding someone else to collect the furs. 

Things appeared to be going well for Francois and his family, but then disaster struck. On August 4, 1689, the 
people of Lachine were attacked by the Iroquois. According to The Dictionary of Canadian Biography, “The inhabitants, in 
the depths ifsleep, knew nothing of their danger, until thefearful whoop and the bloody tomahawk and scalping knfe were already 
at work. The butchery was mostfeaful; the cruelties to women and children most revolting. Besides those instantly killed, many were 
burnt alive, and others died under prolonged torture.” 

People were dragged out of their homes and killed, and t hose who barricaded themselves inside were forced out 
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when their houses were set on fire. Whole families were butchered and over 70 prisoners were taken. According to 
the Records of the Ursulines, “This was the most terrible episode in the Iroquois wars. Without making any noise, Jour hundred 
Iroquois descended the river on the fourth of August in the middle of an unforgettable storm of rain and of hail. They crossed lac 
Saint Louis and plunged down unexpectedly from the heights of the island of Montreal. The following day, during the night, they 
spread throughout a wide area into three places and began a general massacre ‘in which they surpassed themselves in unheard of bar¬ 
barism. ’ God appeared to have abandoned the leadership of the French; everywhere (the colonists) were eaten with a shameless raging 
conquest. They were abused and mocked by the savages who appeared to be the ministers of justice for God through the punishment 
and the confusion and by the drunkenness and the kidnapping by the Iroquois. 

“In the single village of La Chine, which was the principal stage of the commotion, the Iroquois killed more than one hundred 
twenty persons and burned almost two hundred; the women were impaled, the children roasted on the spit or under the heat of the 
ashes, and other indescribable horrors.” 

Another source tells of what happened to some of the prisoners: 

“After this total victory, the unhappy band of prisoners was subjected to all the rage which the cruelest vengeance could inspire in 
these savages. 

“They were taken to the far side of Lake St. Louis by the victorious army, which shouted ninety times while crossing to indicate 
the number ofprisoners or scalps they had taken, saying, ‘we have been tricked, Ononthio, we will trick you as well. ’ Once they had 
landed, they lit fires, planted stakes in the ground, burnedfive Frenchmen, roasted six children, and grilled some others on the coals 
and ate them. ” 

The Brunet family appears to have survived the attack, but they decided to move to Ville-Marie after the massa¬ 
cre. They lived there for a few years before moving back to Lachine. In 1697 they had some sort of altercation there 
which caused a man named Antoine Boudrias to sue the whole family for some sort of injury that needed to be “band¬ 
aged and medicated.” They managed to settle out of court. 

Francois died in Lachine in 1702 of pleurisy, a painful illness caused by the inflammation of the lining of the

Notes for Mathurin Thibodeau 

It is quite likely that Mathurin regretted his decision to emigrate to the New World with his family. Unfortunately 
for them, they sailed on the ship Saint-Andre, which departed France on 29 June 1659. What the passengers didn’t re¬ 
alize was that it had previously been used as a hospital ship for sick soldiers and was full of germs. Many of the passen¬ 
gers caught typhus and died during the journey. An account by Marie de 1’Incarnation says: “There were nearly two hun¬ 
dred on board and nearly all were ill. Eight died at sea and others when they landed. Nearly all the country was infected and the 
hospital was filled with the sick. ’’Also, they ran into some storms and nearly sank. The Thibodeau family became so ill 
that their three oldest children died during the voyage. One account says that t he parents were so sick that they didn’t 
even realize that their three children had been buried at sea. Their fourth child, a baby, was also thought to be dead 
and was almost thrown into the sea when she was rescued by Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future saint. 
Then, tragically, this only surviving child of Mathurin and Catherine met w i t h a horrible accident while still on board 
the ship. Mathurin was caring for her and accidently laid her too close to the fire where she received severe bums. She 
later died from her injuries after landing. The parents’ grief must have been terrible. 

Mathurin and Catherine did eventually have one child, Marie Marthe, who survived to adulthood and gave them

Notes for Louise Therese Marie Lebreuil 

Louise was a “Filles a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry between 
1634 and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of the colonists in New France were male, so it was difficult for any of 
them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem by find¬ 
ing women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dowry 
and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 


a Some sources say that Marie Marguerite Deniau and her sister,Therese Deniau, are the same person, but I think they are probably two dif¬ 
ferent people.

Unfortunately for Louise, her journey to the New World would be a perilous one. The ship, Saint-Andre, departed 
France on 29 June 1659. What the passengers didn’t realize was that it had previously been used as a hospital ship for 
sick soldiers and was full of germs. Many of the passengers caught typhus and died during the journey. An account by 
Marie de l’lncarnation says: “There were nearly two hundred on board and nearly all were ill. Eight died at sea and others when 
they landed. Nearly all the country was infected and the hospital was filled with the sick. ” Also, they ran into some storms and 
nearly sank. Louise must have been very relieved to have survived the journey when the ship landed on September 
29th. 

Louise’s voyage was a success—she did find a husband in the New World. However, there is some confusion 
about who her first husband was. She appears to have had some sort of agreement with a man named Sylvestre Vacher. 
Some sources say they were married on 3 Oct 1659, and some sources say there was a marriage contract made that 
day, but diat the wedding never happened. There are also sources that say that the marriage did happen, but it was 
annulled. However, I could find no marriage record, marriage contract, or marriage annulment for them/Her PRDH 
marriage record to Marin Deniau makes no reference to a previous husband. If she did marry Sylvestre Vacher, the 
marriage didn’t last long. Some sources say he was killed by Indians, and there is a PRDH burial record for a Sylvestre 
Vacher who was killed by Indians on 26 Oct 1659. 

Whatever happened with Sylvestre, Louise married Marin Deniau in November of 1659. They had six or seven 
children 1, togedier before Marin died, sometime before Louise’s marriage to Charles Boyer in Oct 1678. Her youngest 
child was four at the time of her new marriage. Louise died 22 Mar 1727. Her PRDH death record does not mention

Notes for Pierre Lefebvre 

Pierre was a master carpenter who emigrated from France to the New World. He married Marie Chasteigne in 
1656 and had three children with her, one of whom died only two days after she was born. 

The main record that has been passed down about Pierre is the manner of his death and burial. He was found dead 
in his barn in Beauport on 30 Aug 1687 and was soon buried. However, the seneschal of Beauport claimed that the 
death was a suicide and that the widow had hidden this fact. He ordered Pierre’s body to be dug up, dragged from one 
end of the town to the other two times, and hanged by die feet from a scaffold erected in front of his barn. Pierre’s 
widow, Marie, was to have her property seized and given to the Seigneur of Beauport, Joseph Giffard, and was to be 
fined 20 livres for not reporting die suicide. It appears that the sentence must have been carried out, since the burial 
record says Pierre was buried the twenty-fifth of October. 

Pierre’s son-in-law, Jean Clouet, appealed this sentence to the Sovereign (Supreme) Council and asked that cer¬ 
tain members of die council be recused from the case as they were allies of Joseph Giffard. His request was granted 
and the council overturned the lower court’s sentence and said that Marie should not be held liable. Her property and 
fines were ordered returned to her. They also allowed the family to re-bury the body again in holy ground. Pierre’s

Notes for Jean Crete 

Jean’s fat her was a wheelwright in France. His mother died when he was young and his father re-married. As Jean 
grew, his father taught him the wheelwright trade and Jean worked in his father’s shop. 

In March 1649, Jean signed a contract to work in New France for a man named Michel le Neuf du Herisson for a 
period of three years. In exchange Jean was to receive free passage to the New World, room and board, and 80 livres 
a year. Jean may not have planned to stay in the New World because while he was there he purchased a third of a 
house, land, and barn from his sister in France. However, he did eventually decide to remain in Canada. 

In 1654, Jean married Marguerite Gaulin. They had ten children together. Sadly, five ofthese children died before 
Jean. His oldest son, Louis, drowned while fishing the day after he had returned from a visit to France. 

The same year he was married, Jean purchased a one arpent by ten arpent piece of land in Beauport. One square 
arpent is about 0.845 acres. By 1667, Jean had fifteen arpents of land under cultivation and by 1681, he had forty ar- 
pents and thirteen head of cattle. In 1666, he gave ‘faith and homage. . .in front of the great gate and principal entrance to 
the Seigneurie of the said Beauport, having one knee on the ground, head uncovered without a sword, nor lance.” 

It was die responsibility of seigneurs to make sure that the land they’d been given was settled and maintained. Sei¬ 
gneurs would divide their land into plots and rent it to tenants called habitants or censitaires. The habitants built their 
houses on the land, cleared it, and farmed it. Habitants could only be kicked off their land if they neglected to pay 
their rent to the seigneur or neglected to improve the land. Habitants were also able to pass their land on to their chil¬ 
dren or sell it, but the rent would still be due to the seigneur. The rents came in various forms. There could be a fee 
due every year, an amount of yearly free labor given to the seigneur, a percentage due to the seigneur whenever the 
land was sold, or some combination of these. This whole system was called the Seigneurial System. Typically, a sei- 
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gneur divided his land into long strips, or long lots, along a waterway: 



Each habitant would be given a strip so that they would all have access to the waterway. Waterways were particu¬ 
larly important in New France for transportation. The seigneur would often make a second row of long lots behind 
the first row with a road between them that the inhabitants of the second row would have access to.

Notes for Pierre Parent 

Pierre was a very enterprising man. He emigrated to the New World and built a very good life for himself there. 
In 1667 he is listed as having 15 arpents (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) under cultivation and by 1681 he had 
100 arpents. He also had four hired servants. 

Pierre married Jeanne Badeau in 1654 and they had eighteen children together. He was a butcher by trade and 
raised and bought animals to butcher for meat. In 1662 he obtained a site to use as a slaughterhouse, but the neighbors 
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protested and he had to move to another site in 1678. 

He also purchased a site near a quarry and became a quarryman and lime merchant. For some reason, around 
1672 Ids wife started running the quarry business, and from that point on she is on all of the quarry business paper¬ 
work. It is unknown if this was a choice the couple made or if Pierre was incapacitated for some reason. They were 
still having children right up until 1683, so he must not have been completely incapacitated! 

Pierre died in 1698, presumably after some sort of protracted illness since there was a fairly large outstanding 
doctor bill after his death. 2211 221 ! - " +

Notes for Nicolas Belanger 

Nicolas came to the New World as a young man and prospered. He settled in Beauport under the seigneurie of 
Robert Giffard, the seigneur. It was the responsibility of seigneurs to make sure that the land they’d been given was 
settled and maintained. Seigneurs would divide their land into plots and rent it to tenants called habitants or cen- 
sitaires. The habitants built their houses on the land, cleared it, and farmed it. Habitants could only be kicked off t licit' 
land if they neglected to pay their rent to the seigneur or neglected to improve the land. Habitants were also able to 
pass t lieir land on to their children or sell it, but the rent would still be due to the seigneur. The rents came in various 
forms. There could be a fee due every year, an amount of yearly free labor given to the seigneur, a percentage due to 
the seigneur whenever the land was sold, or some combination of these. This whole system was called the Seigneurial 
System. 
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Robert Giffard had arranged his lots into a town-like area surrounded by a palisade. Nicolas was one of the first 
habitants of dais new town. In 1655 he is listed as having one arpent (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) under 
cultivation. He must have been a hard worker, because he gradually grew his holdings. In 1667 he had 12 arpents and 
by 1681 hehad41 arpents under cultivation and 10 head of cattle. Besides farming, Nicolas seems to have done some 
trading of beaver pelts and salt. He must have had some education since he could sign his name. 

Nicolas made one mistake in his business-life—co-signing a loan for a friend who was subsequently captured and 
killed by Indians. The debt was brought to the council for Nicolas to pay, but we don’t know how the case ended. Ni¬ 
colas was also brought to the council for fishing in unauthorized places on the Lauzon coast. 

In 1660, Nicolas married Marie DeRainville and had twelve children with her. Nicolas died in 1682 with a life of

Notes for Marie DeRainville 

Marie was a young woman when her father returned to France from a three-year stint in the New World, packed 
his family up, and brought them back with him to Canada. Just two months after her arrival, Marie entered into a 
marriage contract with Nicolas Belanger. They were married about two months later. She had some pretty major 
changes in her life in a short period of time! 

Marie and Nicolas had twelve children together and eventually they had nearly one hundred grandchildren. Marie 
and Nicolas had been married about twenty-two years when Nicolas died, leaving Marie a widow. Their youngest 
child was not yet two years old. 

It appears that Marie was a competent business woman. She was given a concession of land after her husband died, 
something almost unheard of at the time. The land was in her care for her son, Pierre. 

It also appears that Marie was a strong-minded woman. Or perhaps one with a short temper. Her neighbor’s 
chickens kept getting into her garden, so she killed them. The neighbor complained to the court and Marie was or¬ 
dered to bake him a chicken pie. But the neighbor was also ordered to maintain his fence so that his chickens wouldn’t 
go into her garden. 

In 1710, Marie made an arrangement with a local farmer, Charles Paradis, to lease her land in Saint-Michel de 
Beauport. In return, she was to receive 26 minots of wheat, 2 minots of peas, and 10 minots of oats each year. Marie

Notes for Toussaint Giroux 

Toussaint’s father was a weaver in Reveillon, Perche, France. Toussaint’s childhood home was a farm called 
Bignon, and it still exists! He had six brothers and sisters. His father died when he was about eight years old, and by 
the time he emigrated as a young man, five of his siblings had died. One source says that he emigrated in the early 
1650s with his godfather, Zacharie Maheust’s, family. Somewhere along the line he learned his father’s trade of weav¬ 
er. 

In 1654, Toussaint married Marie Godard. They had twelve children together. In 1667, they owned two head of 
cattle and had sixteen arpents (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) under cultivation. By 1681, they had 11 head of 
cattle and fifty-three arpents under cultivation. Sadly, Marie died in 1684, leaving Toussaint a widower. He still had 
two young children at home, and he decided to re-marry. In 1686, he married the widow Therese Leblanc. She al- 
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ready had ten children from a previous marriage and together they had one more child, a daughter.

Sometime between 1674, when their daughter, Anne, was born and 1676, when their son, Andre, was born, the 
family moved from Montreal to Pointe Auz Trembles, a small village enclosed by a fort on the island of Montreal. 
Laurent was one of the church wardens who was appointed to oversee the construction of a chapel for the village. 
Pointe Auz Trembles became the second parish on the island of Montreal. In 1681, Laurent had 14 arpents (one 
square arpent is about 0.845 acres) under cultivation and 3 head of cattle.

Atthe time, eighty percent ofthe colonists inNew France were male, so it was difficult for any 
of them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem by 
finding women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dow¬ 
ry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Unfortunately for Catherine, her journey to the New World would be a perilous one. The ship, Saint-Andre, de¬ 
parted France on 29 June 1659. What the passengers didn’t realize was that it had previously been used as a hospital 
ship for sick soldiers and was full of germs. Many of the passengers caught typhus and died during the journey. An ac¬ 
count by Marie de lTncarnation says: “There were nearly two hundred on board and nearly all were ill. Eight died at sea and 
others when they landed. Nearly all the country was infected and the hospital was filled with the sick. ’’Also, they ran into some 
storms and nearly sank. Catherine must have been very relieved to have survived the journey when the ship landed on 
September 29th. 

Catherine’s journey to the New World to find a husband was a success. She married Laurent Archambault a little 
over three months after her arrival. They had been married 53 years and had 12 children together when Catherine

Notes for Etienne Charles 

Etienne was a soldier in New France, though there appears to be some disagreement as to which regiment he 
served with. He must have been very devout because in September 1665 he received a Scapular of Mount-Carmel. A 
scapular was originally an apron-like garment worn over a nun’s habit, sort of like a cloth sandwich-board. However, 
there are also small scapulars made of two small cloth rectangles attached to each other by cords. They are worn over 
the head. According to EWTN, Hie Global Catholic Network, the Brown Scapular of Mount-Carmel “represents a spe¬ 
cial Consecration to Our Lady .... Those who wear it practice a special devotion to Mary . ... In addition, the person has a special 
entrustment of themselves to Maryjor their salvation. This, injact, has been promised to those who faithfully wear the scapular: 
‘Those who died wearing this scapular shall not suffer eternal fire.

Notes for Pierre Aberou 

According to the Migrations website/ Pierre was a soldier with the Loubias Company of the Carignan-Salieres Reg¬ 
iment. I could not find him in a published roll of the company, but that may not mean anything since there is no com¬ 
plete roll in existence. According to the website, Pierre had a nickname of “Fa Rose.” Many of the soldiers in the 
Carignan-Salieres Regiment were given nicknames and their former names may not have even been used in the Regi¬ 
ment records. There was at least one other man named Pierre in the Foubias Company who was said to use “Rosee” as 
his name, however I could not find any record of him. I was able to find some records of our Pierre using the name 
Farose, so he definitely had that nickname at one time. 

According to Migrations, the men of the Foubias Company came to New France on Le Saint-Sebastien and arrived in 
Quebec on September 12, 1665 after 117 days at sea. At some point over eighty men on board were ill with some 
sort of disease.

Marguerite did not marry immediately upon arrival like many of the Fille du Roi. She did sign a marriage contract 
in 1670 with a man named Robert Gaumond. In this contract she was to bring 300 livres of valued goods and 50 livres 
of dowry from the king. Flowever, this contract was annulled. 

In 1674, Marguerite gave birth to an illegitimate son, Jean. She and the father of her son never married, and he 
married someone else a little over a year later. Marguerite was awarded 200 livres by the court to help raise Jean. In 
1675 she was working as a servant to Pierre Nolan. 

In 1676, Marguerite married Mathurine Lelievre. Together, they adopted a little girl, Marie-Marguerite Verdon, 
who had been abandoned by her parents. Marguerite and Mathurine were married for seven years before Mathurine 
died January 27, 1683.

Notes for Gilbert Barbier 

Gilbert Barbier was an early settler of Montreal. He married Catherine Delavaux there in 1650 and together they 
had eight children.

Gilbert was a carpenter who was often called as an expert witness in carpentry cases. He was also a surveyor and 
worked as the public prosecutor of Montreal in 1657 and 1662.

Notes for Nicolas Millet 

Nicolas was a carpenter born in France to a family with eleven children. He must have felt that he would have a 
better future in the New World, because in 1653 he was a part of a group of emigrants to Montreal called “La Grand 
Recrue.” 

Montreal was first settled in 1642, but it was under constant threat of attack by the Iroquois, so the settlement 
had a hard time growing. An effort was made in France to recruit more settlers and they were able to find 117-154 a 
men who signed contracts to journey to Ville Marie. These recruits were called “La Grand Recrue.” Of these men, 
only 102-120 actually showed up when it came time to start the voyage to Canada. One of these men was Nicolas Mil¬ 
let. Their ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in Brittany on June 20, 1653. 

St. Nicolas de Nantes did not get very far. It was in poor shape and started taking on water. After traveling 350 
leagues, it had to return to shore. However, the organizers of the trip were concerned about losing the recruits, so 
they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in France. According to 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de Maisonneuve and all 
of his soldiers stopped on an islandfrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have stayed. Some even set 
about swimming to save themselves since they were furious and believed they had been taken to perdition.” The replacement ship 
picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After this rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness on board, probably from scurvy, and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on Sep¬ 
tember, 22, 1653, where it ran aground. After the passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned 
in place since they could not get it to sail again. 

Even after their voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre- 


Accounts vary 
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al. Many of t It cm were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep them in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move up the river. He was trying to keep the recruits in Quebec 
through die winter in hopes that some of them would decide to stay instead of going on to Montreal. These difficulties 
were finally overcome and the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

About daree and a half years after arriving in Montreal, Nicolas married a woman who had also sailed on the St. 
Nicolas de Nantes, Catherine Lorion. Catherine was a widow with an infant son. In the marriage agreement, Nicolas 
agreed to treat the baby as his own son and name him heir to any property he and Catherine acquired along with his 
children.

Notes for Catherine Lorion 

Catherine’s life was full of tragedy. She was one of four sisters born in France to Mathurin Lorion and Francoise 
Morin. In about a 12 -month period, her mother and two of her sisters died. Her father re-married the following year. 
Catherine and her younger sister, Marie, now had a new stepmother. 

Four years later, Catherine signed herself up to emigrate to New France on the St. Nicolas de Nantes. b She was one 
of fourteen girls going to New France under the protection of Marguerite Bourgeoys. Her goal was to find a husband 
and a new life. 

Catherine was a “Filles a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry be¬ 
tween 1634 and 1662. Atthe time, eighty percent of the colonists inNew France were male, so it was difficult for any 
of them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem by 
finding women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dow¬ 
ry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Catherine’s voyage was a success, and she married Pierre Villain the following year. However, it was to be a 
short-lived marriage. A few months later, Pierre was dead, crushed by a falling tree.

About six months later, Catherine married Jean Simon. The following year Catherine gave birth to a son. But 
then, tragedy struck again.

Notes for Jean Trudel 

Jean was a linen weaver in France when he and his friend, Pierre Maheust, decided to emigrate to die New World 
in 1655. Together, they took a three-year lease on a 52-arpent plot of land (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) 
that had a 42-foot long house, a barn, stable, and garden. Two months after they signed the lease, Jean married anodi- 
er emigrant, Marguerite Thomas. 

In 1657, Jean and his family moved to die Beaupre coast. One of his neighbors was his friend, Pierre Maheust. 
Due to parish boundary changes, this piece of property became part of the parish of Chateau-Richer and then later the 
parish of L’Ange-Gardien. The first mass for the L’Ange-Gardien parish was celebrated in Jean’s home. 

In 1667, Jean and his wife were listed as having 14 arpents of land under cultivation, 9 head of cattle, and one 
servant. In 1681 diey had 30 arpents of cleared land, 8 head of cattle, and 2 guns. 

In 1693 Jean and his wife came to an agreement with their son, Joseph, where he would care for them for the rest 
of their lives. They ended up breaking that agreement because they felt that Joseph wasn’t living up to his end of it. 
Marguerite died after thirty-nine years of marriage and eleven children. Jean followed her about four years later. 3389

Notes for Marguerite Thomas 

Marguerite was born in France. Fler family probably didn’t have much money since she volunteered to become 
one of the “Filles a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry between 1634 
and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of the colonists in New France were male, so it was difficult for any of t hem 
who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem by finding 
women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dowry and 
passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Marguerite’s move to New France to find a husband was successful—she married Jean Trudel November 14, 
1655 and went on to have eleven children with him.

Notes for Jeanne Bernard 

Jeanne Bernard was a Fille du Roi, translated as “Daughter of the King.” However, this did not mean that she 
was related to the king. It is the term used for the young women who emigrated from France to Canada between 1663 
and 1673 to look for husbands. They were called the king’s daughters because the crown paid for their passage and 
dowry, though sometimes the dowries weren’t actually paid. 

The French were getting concerned about the huge influx of English emigrants to the New World that started in 
the 1630s. The French colonies had nowhere near the number of people in them that the English colonies had. There 
just weren’t as many French families willing to uproot themselves and move to the New World. However, t lie French 
colonies did have a number of unmarried men, so they came up with the idea of sending brides to t hem. Women were 
sought from all over France and emissaries even went to orphanages to find candidates. Jeanne was one of these wom¬ 
en. One can only imagine her feelings when she landed on a totally foreign and wild shore to start a new life. 

Many of the young women took one look at Canada and asked to be returned to France. Jeanne chose to stay. She 
married Jacques Tuillier in 1669 and had eight children with him before he died after 41 years of marriage in 1710.

She married her second husband, the carpenter Philippe 
Etienne, in 1655 and had eight children with him. At least three and probably four of her children died young, so Ma¬ 
rie had to deal with a lot of tragedy in her life. Marie herself died when she was only about twenty-nine years old, pos¬

Notes for Jean Gervaise 

Jean was born in France and trained there as a baker. It appears that he was probably also given some sort of edu¬ 
cation and could probably read and write. In 1653, Jean signed up to emigrate to Montreal, then known as Ville Ma¬ 
rie. 

Montreal was first settled in 1642, but it was under constant threat of attack by the Iroquois, so the settlement 
had a hard time growing. An effort was made in France to recruit more settlers and they were able to find 117-154 a 
men who signed contracts to journey to Ville Marie. These recruits were called “La Grand Recrue.” Of these men, 
only 102-120 actually showed up when it came time to start the voyage to Canada. One of these men was Jean Ger¬ 
vaise. Their ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in Brittany on June 20, 1653. 

St. Nicolas de Nantes did not get very far. It was in poor shape and started taking on water. After traveling 350 
leagues, it had to return to shore. However, the organizers of the trip were concerned about losing the recruits, so 
they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in France. According to 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de Maisonneuve and all 
of his soldiers stopped on an islandfrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have stayed. Some even set 
about swimming to save themselves since they were furious and believed they had been taken to perdition .” The replacement ship 
picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After this rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness on board, probably from scurvy, and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on Sep- 


Accounts vary 
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tember, 22, 1653, where it ran aground. After t he passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned 
in place since daey could not get it to sail again. 

Even after their voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre¬ 
al. Many of t hem were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep them in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move up the river. He was trying to keep the recruits in Quebec 
through die winter in hopes that some of them would decide to stay instead of going on to Montreal. These difficulties 
were finally overcome and the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

Jean settled right in to life in the colony and married Anne Archambault within four months of his arrival. He was 
given a grant of land in 1655 and started a bakery business with two other men. In 1667, Jean and his wife, Anne, are 
listed as owning six arpents (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) of land and having two servants. Six of their chil¬ 
dren were living with them at the time. They went on to have three more children together, t hough one of their chil¬ 
dren, Jean, died as a young boy. 

Jean must have been trusted in his community because he was chosen as a vestryman or member of the church’s 
council. And in 1660, he was “commissioned to receive fines.” Then, in 1672, Jean was appointed substitute prosecutor or 
procureur-fiscal. When the official prosecutor was unable to work, Jean would take his place. The procureur-fiscal 
was “Charged with exercising the public ministry of the Seigneurial Courts, the prosecutor holds the same place occupied by a King’s 
Prosecutor in a Royal Court of justice. Always alert to wrongdoing, he must take the initiative to bring before the judge all persons 
who refuse to submit to the laws and regulations. In criminal cases, he is charged with the investigation. ” He was also charged 
with protecting “the interests of minors or of those absent from the seigneury: like when an individual dies or disappears, leaving 
infant minor children or assets where no person has been charged with their protection. The prosecutor must immediately, in such 
cases, conduct an investigation so that the judge may determine the action to take, be it the appointment of a guardian, taking of an 
inventory, or rendition f a bill. ”

Notes for Anne Archambault 

Anne was born in France to a French winemaker and emigrated with her parents to Canada. Canada was a great 
place for young women to find husbands, and Anne was no exception. She married the year after her arrival to a man 
named Michael Chauvin. Anne and Michael had a baby who tragically died young, but Anne soon became pregnant 
again. 

However, Anne’s world was about to crash down around her. Another colonist returned from a visit to France 
with a disturbing story: “Having had come from La Fleche, Anjou, a man who had stopped to address me asked me for the news on 
Michel Chauvin. What he said to him was that he was well and that he had married in Montreal. This man had answered by saying 
he was a terrible man since before Chauvin had left for New France he had married his German cousin who was still alive and was 
doing well. ” 

Anne’s husband had another wife in France who he had abandoned when he emigrated to Canada. Michael was 
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there for his daughter’s birth, but the authorities sent him back to France and his first wife. 

The first governor of Montreal, Maisonneuve, had Anne’s marriage annulled and her first husband’s income given 
to Anne to help raise Charlotte. Anne later married Jean Gervaise and had nine children with him. When she died in 
1699,it is said that she was honored with a “large influx of people” at her burial.

Notes for Louis Sedillot 

Louis married both his wives in France. He had at least one child with his first wife, Marie Challe. After she died, 
he married Marie Grimout, who brought 1500 livres to the marriage. Five hundred of them went to pay for boarding 
Louis’s daughter, Marie, three hundred of them went to his second wife’s trustees, and the young couple used the 
remainder of t he money to pay for their voyage to New France where they were to live for the rest of their lives. They 
did well in New France and by 1668 had forty arpents (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) of land under cultiva¬ 
tion, 3 head of cattle, a house, barn, and stable. 

In 1668, Louis was lying ill in the Hotel-Dieu when he wrote a will. However, he recovered from his illness and 
returned home. The following year a man named Jean Compairon dit Lavergne burglarized their home. He was 
caught and sentenced to work for the Sedillot family for five years.

Notes for Marie Grimout 

Marie emigrated widi her second husband, Louis Sedillot to New France where Louis had a contract to work for 
the Company of New France, along with another man, Antoine Salardin. For some reason, Antoine and his wife, Ol¬ 
ive, became angry with Marie. Antoine called her “bougre, a and other atrocious things,” and Olive “hurled herself at Marie

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Grimout, wounding her in the head with a knife usedfor scraping turnips, and striking her in the stomach while holding her on the 
ground; she would have even burned her with firebrands fher husband Louis had not intervened in time.” 

Olive was putin prison. Marie’s head injury was serious. When Olive was released, she was ordered to pay Marie 
12 livres, the surgeon 12 livres, and the church of Notre-Dame 6 livres. The Salardins left New France soon after the 
incident. 

Marie and Louis had six children together. When Louis died in 1672, Marie struck a deal with her son, Adrien. 
He would lease her land in exchange for a total of 260 livres, plus he would do her laundry and give her food, heat, 
and shelter. In 1675, Marie distributed her property among her children, and in 1681 she was listed as living with 
Adrien as a servant at the Hotel-Dieu of Quebec (a hospital).

Notes for Blaise Juillet 

Blaise Juillet’s dream of a life in New France was cut short when his canoe capsized while he was cither trying to 
escape from some attacking Iroquois or fighting them (depending on which version of the story you read). Some 
sources say he was a part of the Dollard expedition to try to head off a rumored Iroquois attack. Other sources say that 
the Dollard expedition had just set off when they heard cries on the opposite shore. They hurried to the rescue and 
saw the Iroquois attacking three men. One of the men was killed by the Iroquois and Blaise Juillet and one another 
man drowned while trying to escape from them. Either way, Blaise drowned that day, leaving his wife with four 
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young children to raise on her own.

Notes for Anne Antoinette De Liercourt 

Anne was born in France. Her family probably didn’t have much money since she volunteered to become one of 
the “Filles a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry between 1634 and 1662. 
At the time, eighty percent of the colonists in New France were male, so it was difficult for any of them who wanted 
to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem by finding women in 
France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dowry and passage to 
Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Anne’s move to New France to find a husband was successful—she married Blaise Juillet sometime before their 
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first child was born in December 1651. Anne and Blaise went on to have three more children before Blaise was 
drowned trying to escape from Indians. Anne was left with four children under nine years old by herself to raise in an 
extremely hostile environment. She solved the problem by marrying Hugues Picard, another ancestor of ours,” less 
than three months after Blaise died.

Notes for Hugues Picard 

Montreal (Ville Marie) was first settled in 1642, but it was under constant threat of attack by the Iroquois, so 
the settlement had a hard time growing. An effort was made in France to recruit more settlers and they were able to 
find 117-154 1 ’ men who signed contracts to journey to Ville Marie. These recruits were called “La Grand Recrue.” Of 
these men, only 102-120 actually showed up when it came time to start die voyage to Canada. One of these men was 
Hugues Picard. Their ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in Brittany on June 20, 1653. 

St. Nicolas de Nantes did not get very far. It was in poor shape and started taking on water. After traveling 350 
leagues, it had to return to shore. However, the organizers of the trip were concerned about losing the recruits, so 
they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in France. According to 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de Maisonneuve and all 
of his soldiers stopped on an islandfrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have stayed. Some even set 
about swimming to save themselves since they were furious and believed they had been taken to perdition .” The replacement ship 
picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After this rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness on board, probably from scurvy, and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on Sep¬ 
tember, 22, 1653, where it ran aground. After the passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned 
in place since drey could not get it to sail again. 

Even after their voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre¬ 
al. Many of t hem were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep them in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move up the river. He was trying to keep the recruits in Quebec 
through die winter in hopes that some of them would decide to stay instead of going on to Montreal. These difficulties 
were finally overcome and the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

Hugues’ Prefen biography says diat “According to Marcel Fournier, he returned to France [probably after his contract 
was over] and then returned home in 1659 as a carpenter.” He is listed at various times as a farmer, sawyer/ and plow-

Notes for Urbain Tessier 

Urbain was one of the early settlers of Montreal, arriving before or in 1648. He was a sawyer by trade, someone 
who saws logs into planks and beams. Back then, there weren’t any sawmills in Montreal, so he was most likely a pit 
sawyer, sawing logs with a partner. 

a He may not be the oldest emigrant ancestor for his line. Some sources says that his mother came to New France and died 21 May 1689 in 
Montreal, but I could find no record of this. Urbain’s Fichier Biography says that his mother died in France in 1648. 
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A Pit Sawyer 1 

In 1648, Urbain married Marie Archambault. Their first son, Charles, was born the following year, but sadly he 
only lived a few days. In February 1651, their second son, Paul (our ancestor), was born. Unfortunately for the young 
couple, their house was burned down by the Iroquois about three months after their son was born. That year was a 
difficult one in Montreal. One contemporary sources said of 1651, “It is a marvel that the French ofVille Marie [Montreal] 
were not exterminated by the frequent surprises of Iroquois bands. ” Other sources said that “Often ten men of Ville Marie, or less, 
have been seen holding their own againstjifty or eighty Iroquois, who have acquiredjor themselves a great reputation in all Canada 
and in France, and the Iroquois have several times avowed that three men of Montreal have inspired them with morejear than six 
Jrom elsewhere.” 

Urbain was one of those men. According to Fr. Lauzon, “On June 18,1651, four Frenchmen were attacked by a great 
number of Iroquois between the fort and Point-Saint-Charles. These Frenchmen . . .found no other protection but a miserable 
stronghold situated in the midst of a large quantity of felled wood, and there, resolved to cling dearly to life, they started to briskly 
fire on their assailants. On hearing this noise, one of the oldest colonists, Urbain Tessier dit Lavigne, being the nearest to the place 
where the attack was being made, was the first to run there in all haste, with as much audacity as good fortune, passing through 
without accident, with unparalleled agility and speed, over the felled wood: he got intofour Iroquois ambushes, was in the line of 
fire without being wounded, finally arrived in the hut where he joined the besieged, and cheered them by his courageous act.” 

On some old maps of Montreal, the place where Urbain helped his fellow colonists is named Bastion Lavigne in 
honor of his bravery (using his dit name). 

But Urban’s experiences with the Iroquois were not always so lucky. On June 7, 1661, his wife gave birth to then- 
son, Urbain, and the baptism record states that the new baby’s father had been captured by the Iroquois on March 24

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of the same year. He was one of ten men captured that day. Four of the men were “butchered in the neighboring woods; 
their bodies, brutally dismembered, hacked and burned, were discovered by the dogs of the town, who came back each day glutted 
with blood. This led to their beingfollowed to theirfoulfeasting place.” Later, word came back to Montreal that another of 
the men captured that day had been “burned by the Oneweronnons.” For months, Urbain’s family did not know what 
happened to him. 

In the meantime, Urbain was undergoing torture. According to the paper “Adoption or Entree” by David 
Scheimann: “generally the torture followed the same pattern. First the victorious Iroquois warriors would mangle the prisoners’ 
hands; they did this by pulling out the captives’fingernails and/or cutting off some of theirfingers. The victors usually subjected the 
prisoners to a heavy beating at the same time. Thereafter the Iroquois took the captives to their village and subjected the men to the 
gantlet (or gauntlet). They then humbled those who survived in a number of ways;for example the Iroquois might strip them naked in 
front of the village and force them to sing and dance. This process always ended either in a slow death by fire and scalping or with 
adoption into the Iroquois village. The Iroquois tortured only men to death when they weren’t adopted; they. . . killed quickly wom¬ 
en and children who were unadopted.” 

Urbain had one of his fingers cut off during this process. However, his captors did not kill him. He later told the 
historian, Dollier de Casson, a story of how, while he was a prisoner, he saw a white handkerchief with the imprint of 
a man’s face on it. He recognized that it was the face of M. Lemaitre, a priest. The Iroquois had murdered M. Le- 
maitre, cut off his head, and wrapped it in the handkerchief. Urbain tried to obtain it, but they would not give it to 
him. 

Urbain and the other surviving captives were freed in August, about five months after they were captured. 
Urbain was finally able to meet his new son. He and Marie went on to have nine more children. Urbain died in 1689 
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alter a lire lull ol adventure and hardship.

Notes for Charles Cloutier 

Charles Cloutier came with his family to New France when he was about five years old. His father was a master 
carpenter and Charles followed in his footsteps, learning the trade from his father and later working with him as an 
adult. 

Charles probably couldn’t read and write, though it is possible that his wife could, since some of her brothers and 
sisters were able to read and write. In 1667 Charles and his wife lived on a farm with sixteen arpents under cultiva¬ 
tion. (One square arpent is about 0.845 acres.) Since Charles also worked as a carpenter, it is possible that the male 
servant who was living with diem at the time helped with the farm work. They also owned eight head of cattle. 

Charles and his wife had twelve children, but at least four of them died before he did, something no parent wants

Notes for Marin Janot 

Marin Janot was a carpenter in LaChapelle, France when he decided to immigrate to the New World. Mon¬ 
treal (Ville Marie) was first settled in 1642, but it was under constant threat of attack by the Iroquois, so the settle¬ 
ment had a hard time growing. An effort was made in France to recruit more settlers and they were able to find 117- 
154 1 ’ men who signed contracts to journey to Ville Marie. These recruits were called “La Grand Recrue.” Of these 
men, only 102-120 actually showed up when it came time to start the voyage to Canada. One of these men was Marin 
Janot. Their ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in Brittany on June 20, 1653. 

St. Nicolas de Nantes did not get very far. It was in poor shape and started taking on water. After traveling 350 
leagues, it had to return to shore. Flowever, the organizers of the trip were concerned about losing the recruits, so 
they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in France. According to 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de Maisonneuve and all 
of his soldiers stopped on an islandfrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have stayed. Some even set 
about swimming to save themselves since they were furious and believed they had been taken to perdition .” The replacement ship 
picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After this rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness on board, probably from scurvy, and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on Sep¬ 
tember, 22, 1653, where it ran aground. After the passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned 
in place since they could not get it to sail again. 

Even after their voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre¬ 
al. Many of them were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep them in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move up the river. Fie was trying to keep the recruits in Quebec 
through t he winter in hopes that some of them would decide to stay instead of going on to Montreal. These difficulties 
were finally overcome and the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

Marin decided to remain in Montreal, and on February 2, 1654 he received an allotment of land from Monsei¬ 
gneur de Maissonneuve. Fie married Francoise Benard the following year.

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1661 was a tragic year in Montreal. According to Marie de l’lncarnation, “Montreal was the principal theatre of their 
[Iroquois] carnage." It started in February when a group of Montrealers were on their way to the fields when t hey were 
surrounded by sixty Indians. Thirteen men were captured. Ten more were captured in March and four of them were 
“butchered in the neighboring woods; their bodies, brutally dismembered, hacked and burned, were discovered by the dogs of the 
town. ” One source says of that year, “After the capture of the thirteen in the month of February, ten othersfell into the same cap¬ 
tivity. Then later more, and still more, in such sort that, during the whole summer this island was constantly harassed by these goblin 
imps who sometimes appeared on the outskirts of the woods, contenting themselves with hurling insults at us; sometimes they glided 
stealthily into the midst of the field, to fall upon the workmen by surprise; sometimes they drew near our houses, ceaselessly annoying

Marin was one of t he men captured by Indians that year. He managed to survive and may have escaped or been 
one of the four men who were exchanged for Indian prisoners sometime in June. Whatever t he case, he was definitely 
at home around August when his fourth child was conceived/ 

Marin was only to live three more years after this. He drowned on 20 July 1664. He was buried a few days later 
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atter his body was tound.

Notes for Francoise Benard 

Francoise was born in France. Her family probably didn’t have much money since she volunteered to become 
one of the “Filles a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry between 1634 
and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of the colonists in New France were male, so it was difficult for any of t hem 
who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem by finding 
women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dowry and 
passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Francoise’s move to New France to find a husband was successful—she married Marin Janot in 1655. But her life 
there was very difficult. In 1661, her husband was captured by Indians and Francoise was left with three young chil¬ 
dren in a wild land, not knowing if her husband was dead or alive. Fortunately, he survived and drey later went on to 
have two more children. The year her husband was missing was the same year Francoise was convicted of assaulting 
Doctor Etienne Bouchard on a public road. One secondary source said that it was due to a failure on the doctor’s part 
to live up to a medical commitment. 

Tragedy struck Francoise’s life again when her husband drowned right around the birth of their fifth child, leaving 
her with five children to raise by herself. Her newborn son also died less than two months after her husband. 

Francoise married her second husband, Guillaume Bouchard on the anniversary of her first husband’s death. Fran-

Notes for Suzanne Bedford

Notes for Catherine Marie Leroux 

Catherine Marie Leroux was a Fille du Roi, translated as “Daughter of the King.” However, this did not mean that 
she was related to the king. It is the term used for the young women who emigrated from France to Canada between 
1663 and 1673 to look for husbands. They were called the king’s daughters because the crown paid for their passage 
and dowry, though sometimes the dowries weren’t actually paid. 

The French were getting concerned about the huge influx of English emigrants to the New World that started in 


the 1630s. The French colonies had nowhere near the number of people in them that the English colonies had. There 
just weren’t as many French families willing to uproot themselves and move to the New World. However, die French 
colonies did have a number of unmarried men, so they came up with the idea of sending brides to diem. Women were 
sought from all over France and emissaries even went to orphanages to find candidates. Catherine was one of diese 
women. One can only imagine her feelings when she landed on a totally foreign and wild shore to start a new life. 
Many of die young women took one look at Canada and asked to be returned to France. Cadierine chose to stay. 

Catherine married Rene Goulet 29 Oct 1670. Together they had six children. In 1681, Catherine returned to 
France for a visit, coming back to Canada the same year. The trip must have been extremely important since they had 
to borrow 800 livres for it/ This is also the amount of die dowry Catherine had brought to their marriage. 


In 1687, tragedy struck the family when their only son, Pierre, died. Renediedin 1717, leaving Catherine a wid- 
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ow atter torty-six years ot marriage.

Notes for Marie Pichon 

Marie’s first husband, Phillipe Gauthier, was a master printer. He died in France when he was about forty-one 
years old, leaving Marie with three children under the age of fifteen to raise. At some point, she married Charles Se¬ 
vestre, and in 1636, Marie found herself pregnant and on her way to the New World. Her son, Ignace, was bom after 
their arrival in Quebec. What Marie’s thoughts were on her new life would have been interesting to know. By 1640, 
there were less than four hundred Europeans in all of New France. In comparison, Paris (where Marie was born) had 
about 400,000 people. 

1640 was a rough year for Marie’s husband. His brother, who had accompanied them to Quebec, drowned, and a 
few months later his mother died. Marie lived in New France for twenty more years, surviving her husband and at 
least three of her children.

Notes for Anne Convent 

Anne immigrated to Canada with her husband and two sons when she was about thirty-six years old. She may have 
been pregnant on the voyage, because it is thought that they arrived in Canada in 1636 and her son, Charles, was born 
on August 26th of that year. 

The young family had only lived a short time in Canada when Anne’s husband died. Anne was left with three 
young boys to raise in a foreign wilderness. At some point, her oldest sons were sent to work for the Jesuits in Trois 
Rivieres (or they were already working there). Anne then did what many widows in New France did at the time—re¬ 
married—this time to a man named Jacques Maheu. Anne and Jacques had two children, though their daughter died 
after only a month. 

Tragedy struck again when Anne’s son, Jean Amiot, died two weeks before he was scheduled to be married. His 
canoe fell apart while crossing a river. Father Jerome Lalemant wrote about the incident in his journals: 

“While crossing the great river opposite Trois Rivieres in a savage canoe, they were drowned in sight of the French, without it 
being possible to render them any assistance. Both were brave and skillful; and, what is to be prized above all, they led, in the opin¬ 
ion of the whole country, a most innocent life. A storm suddenly arose; their bark canoe, which was worthless, split open and caused 
them to lose their lives.” 

His eulogy was also preserved: 

“fean was adroit at turning aside evil conversations, or in kindly chiding those who swore or indulged in imprecations; and 
by this he prevented a great deal of harm, and offended no one, for his innocence, with his reputation for courage, protected 
him. He had a most special and constant devotion for Saint foseph, which he had acquired in the house at Sainte Marie, in the 
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Huron country, where he was brought up. As he exposed himself hourly to the dangers and alarms that the Iroquois caused us, 
he said to one of our Fathers; ‘If I should die I desire that this timber and these other materials, which I am preparing in order 
to build a house, be employed in erecting a small chapel in honor of Saint Joseph. 

Anne’s remaining three sons all survived to adulthood and married. In 1663, after twenty-three years of mar¬ 
riage, Anne’s second husband died. Three years later, she married a third time, to Etienne Buchon. Anne and 
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Etienne were married tor nine years betore Anne herselt died in 16/3.

Notes for Pierre Miville 

Pierre Miville was born in Switzerland, but he was living in France around the late 1620s. It has not been con¬ 
clusively proven, but it is thought that he was a soldier or bodyguard of some sort, working for the Cardinal de Riche¬ 
lieu. At one point he was called “Monsignor the Cardinal’s Swiss, living in Brouage. ” ° Cardinal de Richelieu was the gov¬ 
ernor of Brouage at the time. Also, the godfathers of some of Pierre’s children were people who worked for Cardinal 
de Richelieu—his cellarman and secretary. The godfadrer of Pierre’s son, Francis, was the quarter-master of the city 
garrison. 

If Pierre was some sort of soldier for Cardinal de Richelieu, then it is likely that he witnessed or participated in 
the Cardinal’s siege of the French city of La Rochelle. La Rochelle was a predominantly Protestant city of French Hu¬ 
guenots who had supported a Protestant revolt led by the Duke of Soubise. By the time the siege was over, this town 
of 28,000 people was reduced to about 5000 people, with most of them dying of disease or starvation. 

Pierre married Charlotte Maugis sometime before their son, Gabriel, was born in 1630. Sadly, Gabriel died 
young. All eight of Pierre and Charlotte’s children were born in France. 

Cardinal de Richelieu died in 1642. In 1646, Pierre made preparations to move from Brouage to La Rochelle. He 
purchased a piece of land and hired a builder to build him a house. However, about a year later, Pierre canceled the 
contract. Pierre and his family are next found in Quebec. Their exact emigration date is unknown, but the first rec¬ 
ord of drern in Canada is in October 1649. This is the month that Pierre and his oldest son, Francois, were given par¬ 
cels of land in Saint-David de Lauberiviere, Lauson, Quebec. Pierre was also awarded a piece of land near Quebec 
City. The Mivilles had found their new home. 

a I’ve seen a couple of different translations of this. The other was “Sourice de Monseigneur the Cardinal living in Brouage.” 
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While he was in France, Pierre must have started training to 
be a woodworker, because during the winter of 1655-1656, he 
went back to France and completed his training to become a mas¬ 
ter joiner. He also tried to hire a stonemason to bring back to 
Canada with him, but the contract fell through. The year follow¬ 
ing his return, he was part of a group of carpenters who asked 
permission to start a brotherhood of carpenters called the la con- 
frerie des menuisiers de Madame de Sainte-Anne. 

The following summer on May 6, 1657, it is recorded that 
“at noon, the Onondagas killed a cow belonging to Pierre Bivil le Suisse 
[Pierre Miville], on the bank acrossfrom his home. Hejired over their 
heads without effect. They killed a pregnant sow belonging to the same 
man again.” It appears that the Indians who killed Pierre’s cow 
and pig belonged to a delegation who were meeting with the 
governor. According to another source, “The Indian parliament 
distributed many necklaces by which to payjor the cows killed by the 
young (those who had accompanied him). He would by his action repair 
the tort caused the eve by one of his servants. Recall that the Indian dele¬ 
gation penetrated into the fort at Sillery the 6‘ h in the morning. At noon 
the same day, one of the visitors killed a cow apparently belonging to 
Pierre Miville. The slaughter occurred on the seashore, just on thejace of 
the dwelling place of the colony.”

The necklaces might refer to wampum, shell beads used by the Iroquois for recording purposes, but used by some 
colonists as currency. 1 ’ 

In 1664, Pierre is found in the records for something totally different. He was thrown in jail because he had “com¬ 
mitted sedition and intentionally, through openjorce, accompanied individuals to kidnap passengers sent by the King, to the preju¬ 
dice of the distribution which had been ordered by the Crown.” The Sovereign Council ordered Pierre to ask for the king’s 
pardon and he was “banished in perpetuityjrom Quebec and relegated to his house located on the Coast and seigneurie ofLauson.” 
It was also “ordered that he keep his banishment and not leave the area of the said seigneurie ofLauson on penalty of the gallows. 
And for this purpose will be taken as far as the said seigneurie by two bailffs of this Council. ” On top of this, he was fined 300 
livres. 

This occurred at a time of transition in Quebec between the old government, controlled by Compagnie de la 
Nouvelle Prance, and the new government set up by the king of France and his advisors. The Compagnie de la Nouvelle 
France was a French trading and colonization company which had been given a monopoly to manage the fur trade in 
New France. It is unclear from the translated records available exactly what Pierre was doing when he attempted to 
kidnap those passengers. The government had been re-organized the previous year, and it appears that the attempted 
kidnap was some sort of protest. 

Whatever the case, Pierre seems to have eventually gotten back into favor with at least some of the new leaders, 
because one of them, Jean Talon, was most likely referring to Pierre when he said, “The plan that you make to recruit 
three hundred or four hundred Swiss from the Catholic Cantons to send them here, especially delights the residents of Canada who 
having received this year very weak men, who are inclined to do to very little useful work. As for me, I am persuaded that one man

from this nation is worth at least two from ours for what is done in this country. A single one from the same nation whofinds himself 
here has put the fruit of his work in a condition to build some ships, and I have already accepted one of them from him for which I 
have paid two thousand livres.” 

The author of Our French-Canadian Ancestors (Volume 27) is certain that the Swiss man mentioned in this letter was 
Pierre Miville, because there is a 1667 record of a payment from Jean Talon, the author of t he letter, to Pierre and his 
wife for 2000 livres for the purchase of a ship. 

It is likely that Pierre built the ships with his sons and perhaps his son-in-law, Antoine Poulet, who was a ship’s 
carpenter. 

Anotlier sign that Pierre was a respected member of his community is that in 1669 he was chosen to act as Capi- 
taine de la Cotes of the local militia r— 1 the 1 person responsible for leading his fellow parishioners during a war. He would 
have also been responsible for dispensing justice and supervising the work parties building roads and bridges. 

Pierre was not to enjoy his new position tor long as he died in October 1669.

Notes for Charlotte Maugis 

It must have been difficult for Charlotte to leave everything she knew in France and move to the New World with 
her family. Initially, they prospered in the New World, though things became a bit more difficult when her husband 
was arrested (see her husband’s notes for more information). After his arrest, he was not allowed to leave his property 
on the Lauson Coast, so Charlotte had to take over some of the business end of his ship-building business. 

When Pierre died, Charlotte and her two living sons decided to start a fur-trading partnership. They purchased 
merchandise on credit to trade with the Indians. Unfortunately, it was a bad year for hunting and trapping, and they 
were not able to pay their debt back. Charlotte ended up mortgaging the family land to pay it. In spite of that, she 
kept getting deeper into debt, until the courts started foreclosure proceedings on both her house in Quebec City and 
her homestead on the Lauson Coast. Her son, Francois, was able to stop the foreclosures by claiming that, due to in¬ 
heritance laws, half of the family property belonged to himself and his siblings. He won the case, but Charlotte was 
still in debt. Arbitrators were chosen to help settle the dispute, but by the end of the year, the council ordered Fran¬ 
cois to become her trustee “while she is in a state of dementia." Charlotte died less than two years later. 3S7+

Notes for Jacques Beauvais 

Jacques Beauvais arrived in Canada from France around 1652, when he was about twenty-eight years old. About 
two years later, he married Jeanne Solde. Jacques was a farmer, but he eventually spent more time in his occupation 
of lime-burner. Lime burning required the heating of crushed limestone in a kiln to about 1000 degrees Celsius to

Notes for Jeanne Solde 

At her baptism, Jeanne’s father is listed as a journalier or day laborer, so her family probably wasn’t very 
wealthy. That is most likely why she became a Fille a Marier, one of the 262 young women who immigrated to New 
France to marry between 1634 and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of die colonists in New France were male, so it 
was difficult for any of them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to 
solve diis problem by finding women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in ex¬ 
change for a small dowry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed 
to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
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your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Unfortunately for Jeanne, she picked a poor ship to emigrate on. Her ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in 
Brittany on June 20, 1653. However, it did not get very far. The ship was in poor shape and started taking on water. 
After traveling 350 leagues, it had to return to shore. However, the organizers of the trip were concerned about los¬ 
ing die recruits, so they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in 
France. According to Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de 
Maisonneuve and all of his soldiers stopped on an islandjrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have 
stayed. Some even set about swimming to save themselves since they werejurious and believed they had been taken to perdition .” The 
replacement ship picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After diis rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness on board, probably from scurvy, and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on Sep¬ 
tember, 22, 1653, where it ran aground. After the passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned 
in place since diey could not get it to sail again. 

Even after t heir voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre¬ 
al. Many of them were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep them in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move up the river. He was trying to keep the recruits in Quebec 
through die winter in hopes that some of them would decide to stay instead of going on to Montreal. These difficulties 
were finally overcome and the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

Jeanne’s journey to Canada to find a husband was successful. She married Jacques Beauvais a few months after

Notes for Paul DeRainville 

In 1655, Paul DeRainville left his wife and young children in France while he went to work in die wilds of Canada 
for a man named Robert Giffard. Fie was gone about three years. When he returned to France, it was to gather up his 
family and bring them back to Canada to live. They arrived the September of 1659 and settled in the town of Beau¬ 
port. 

In November, Paul’s daughter, Marie, entered into a marriage contract with Nicolas Belanger. At the time oft lie 
contract, Paul and his family were living in the home of Jean Juchereau. After Marie’s marriage in 1660, Paul sold the 
young couple a piece of land that he’d been given during his first trip to Canada. 

Paul’s wife, Rolline, did not survive long in the New World. She died in 1666. Paul still had two young children 
at home. Fie married die widow, Marie Michel, a few months later. 

Paul owned farmland, but he also appears to have been a boat builder. Fie died in 1686. 3930 3931

Notes for Antoine Brassard 

The original marriage record for Antoine Brassard and his wife, Francoise Mery, was burned in a fire, so die main 
source of finding out who their parents were has been lost. Antoine and Francoise were married in 1637 in Quebec 
City where they spent most of their married life. However, they did return to France for a brief stay between 1639 
and 1641. After their return, the young couple signed up to work as domestic servants for a year to a man named 
Guillaume Couillard. 

In later years, Antoine is listed as being a mason, and some sources say he was a master mason. In 1647 he was 
granted a concession of land near Quebec City, a part of which he turned around and leased out to someone else. He 
later also owned land in Sillary which he may have lived on briefly or perhaps seasonally.

An attempt was made to solve this problem by find¬ 
ing women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dowry 
and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Francoise probably married Antoine Brassard within a few months after she arrived in Quebec. They returned to 
France for a couple of years between 1639 and 1642 where their first two children were born. When the young cou¬ 
ple returned to Quebec, they were hired as domestic servants for a year, though it is unknown if their service was ex¬ 
tended when the year was over. In 1647, Francoise’s husband was granted land near Quebec City, though it appears 
that they actually lived on a different piece of property that was also in Quebec City. 

Francoise and her husband had nine children together before he died in 1669. Her youngest child was about 
twelve at the time. A male guardian was appointed for her younger children as women weren’t allowed to be their 
own children’s guardians in the 1600s. In addition, all of the family ’ s property was considered owned by the husband, 
so an inventory was made and much of it sold to be set aside for his children. "' This included furniture, utensils, linens, 
clothes, animals, etc. . . 


Francoise must have been allowed to remain in her house, possibly with the younger children. She died there only

Notes for Antoine Courtemanche 

On 8 June 16S9, Antoine Courtemanche signed a contract to work in New France for five years / Unfortunately 
for him, the voyage he was about to embark on was fraught with danger. The ship, Saint-Andre, departed France on 29 
June 1659. What the passengers didn’t realize was that it had previously been used as a hospital ship for sick soldiers 
and was full of germs. . Many of the passengers caught typhus and died during the journey. An account by Marie de 
/Incarnation says: “There were nearly two hundred on board and nearly all were ill. Eight died at sea and others when they land¬ 
ed. Nearly all the country was infected and the hospital was filled with the sick. ’’Also, they ran into some storms and nearly 
sank. Antoine must have been very relieved to have survived the journey when the ship landed on September 29th. 

In 1663, Antoine joined the 14th squad of the Sainte-Famille militia. In April of the same year he married Eliza¬ 
beth Haquin. According to the 1667 census, the young couple owned 6 acres in Montreal.

Notes for Elisabeth Haquin 

Elisabeth Haquin is most likely the woman named Elisabeth Hagouin who is listed as a Fille a Marier, one of the 
262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry between 1634 and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of 
the colonists in New France were male, so it was difficult for any of them who wanted to settle down and start a fami¬ 
ly to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem by finding women in France who would sign a contract 
to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dowry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada

Elisabeth married Antoine Courtemanche in Montreal in 1663. They lived on a small farm and had four children 
together before Antoine died in 1671, leaving Elizabeth alone in a wild land with four young children to raise. It must 
have been terrifying. 

Elisabeth solved her problems by marrying Paul Daveluy a little over a year later. They went on to have a number 
of children, the last one born in March of 1687. Flowever, tragedy struck Elisabeth’s new family at the end of that 
year. A typhus epidemic occurred that fall, and in October their 13-year-old daughter, Jeanne, died. Then in Novem¬ 
ber, both their son, Francois, and their ten-year-old daughter, Marie Madeleine, died. Then, in December, Elisabeth’s 
husband, Paul, died. Elisabeth was devastated, but she still had young children to raise. She survived and lived another

Notes for Jean Beauchamp

In 1667 the young couple are listed as living in Montreal. The record says that they had one head of cattle, so they

Notes for Jeanne Loisel 

Jeanne’s parents were early French pioneers in Canada. Her parents had eight children, but only four of them sur¬ 
vived infancy. When she was about four years old, Jeanne’s parents gave her to Marguerite Bourgeoys to raise. Mar¬ 
guerite was the leader of a confraternity 3 in France who had been recruited as a teacher for Ville Marie. 

Marguerite was a much-loved member of the community. The day after her death a priest wrote: “If saints were 


a A Roman Catholic voluntary association of lay people. 
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canonized as in the past by the voice of the people and of the clergy, tomorrow we would be saying the Mass of Saint Marguerite of 
Canada." His words would prove to be prophetic. Marguerite was officially declared a Saint in 1982. This means that 
Jeanne Loisel was raised by a saint! 

Jeanne was originally contracted to marry a man named Julien Averty. They must have decided that they didn’t 
suit each other because the contract was annulled. (Or one of them changed his or her mind.) Jeanne went on to mar¬ 
ry Jean Beauchamp and have eight children with him.

Notes for Marie Therese Hunault 

Marie was born in the Canadian frontier and grew up living the hazardous life of a settler in Montreal. She mar¬ 
ried Guillaume Leclerc in Montreal and moved with him to Lachenaie, Quebec where together they had seven chil¬ 
dren. 

In May 1689, France and England declared war. This meant that the colonies in Canada and the United States 
were also at war, along with each side’s Indian allies. The Iroquois were allies of t he English and hated the French col¬ 
onists in Quebec. On August 4th, they attacked Lachenaie, leaving 24 dead, 42 missing, and 50 houses burned. The 
settlers were warned not to go anywhere alone, but Marie must have felt it was safe to go to her barn. It wasn’t. On

Notes for Robert Vaillancourt 

The town in France where Robert Vaillancourt grew up was known for its metal workers. It is probably there 
where he learned Hie trade of a chaudronner, a person who made or sold kitchen utensils made from metal. 

The first record of Robert in the New World is in the 1666 census. He was living in the home of Guillaume Thi- 
bault, which wasn’t far from the home of Robert’s future wife, Marie Gobeil. Robert and Marie signed a marriage 
contract in Sept of 1688. Neither of them could sign their names, which means they both probably couldn’t read or 
write. 

Perhaps not being able to read was the reason Robert and Marie got in trouble over a lease. He took it over for

Notes for Marguerite Forget 

Marguerite was born in Canada, the daughter of an Indian trader. She was the only girl in a family of eight chil¬ 
dren. Not all of her seven brothers lived past childhood, but perhaps having so many brothers helped prepare her for 
her future life as a wife in the wilds of Canada. 

Marguerite was married by the time she was thirteen. In the 1681 census, she is listed as being fifteen and her 
husband, Jean Muloin, was forty. They had four children together. 1688 was a tragic year for Marguerite. Her mother 
died in February of that year, and a few weeks later her husband died. Marguerite was left alone wit In four young chil¬ 
dren to raise. Her father had died about eight years earlier. 

In August of 1689, Lachenaie, where Marguerite lived, was attacked by Iroquois Indians. Twenty-four people 
died and ninety were captured. Marguerite survived die attack, but the Indians weren’t finished with Lachenaie. One 
day in N ovember of the same year, Marguerite had a friend visiting. b It appears that she was frightened of more attacks 
and begged him to stay the night. There was a small dog in the house that started barking in the middle of the night. 
The friend went outside and saw houses on fire. Both he and Marguerite had guns, so they stood watch. When die 
Indians came to die house, he fired on them while Marguerite re-loaded. The Indians fired back, but it appears that 
Marguerite and her visitor held them off until morning when the Indians withdrew. She was able to board a boat (pre¬ 
sumably with her children) and go to safety in the fort, which was about three miles away. Other settlers who lived far 
from the fort were killed diat night. 

In 1694, Marguerite entered into a marriage contract with Jean Berlouin. The contract indicates that neither of 
them were able to sign their names, so they probably weren’t able to read and write. They eventually married and had

Notes for Nicolas Forget 

Nicolas was in Quebec, Canada by November 1652 when he entered into a marriage contract with Marie Made¬ 
leine Martin and her family. Marie Madeleine’s parents gave the young couple 100 livres and offered to let them live 
in their house for the rest of their lives. 

Nicolas and Marie Madeleine probably did live with the Martins for a while, but in 1656, Nicolas signed a beaver¬ 
trading agreement with a man named Delaunay. The agreement stated that Mr. Delaunay would provide items to 
trade with the Indians in Montreal. Among the items were: 20 large axes, 6 small axes, 100 pounds of lead, 4 pounds 
of powder, and 2 guns. Nicolas’s job was to make deals with the Indians for the beaver pelts. This contract may have 
been the reason Nicolas and his family moved to Montreal. In 1662 they owned a 180 x 90 foot lot there, and in 1667 
they owned 7 arpents of cultivated land (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres), 1 head of cattle, and 1 cow. 

It appears that Nicolas was wounded or ill while living in Montreal and needed the services of a doctor for 
about two months. Then, in 1670, Nicolas and his family left Montreal and moved to Contrecoeur, Canada. After 
their move, they sold their small lot in Montreal to the surgeon who had cared for Nicolas, probably to help pay for 
the medical bills. According to the author of Our French-Canadian Ancestors, this surgeon “dressed his wounds and gave him 
medication. . . . ” Nicolas may have still been ill after their move because, according to Our French-Canadian Ancestors, at 
the time of the sale, Nicolas’s wife “had acted as administrator of the said home of her husband since the last 23 October.” 

In 1672 they sold the last of their land in Montreal. Around 1674, they moved to Lachenaie. Nicolas died a 
little over five years later. 4182

Notes for Francois Leroux 

Francois Leroux was a member of the La Fouille Company of the Carignan-Salieres Regiment. It is very likely t hat 
he was a member of tire company during an incident in France shortly before they left for Canada in 1665. ‘ The La 
Fouille Company was short-handed, so its captain, Jean-Maurice-Phillippe de Vernon, decided to try and recruit more 
soldiers as they passed through the towns on the way to meet the rest of the regiment at the port of La Rochelle. In a 
town called La Mothe-Saint-Heray, he sent out a drummer, La Noiray, to stand on a street corner and beat his drums 
to attract the attention of men who might be interested in becoming soldiers. This was a common practice at the time. 
However, t lie townsfolk often didn’t want their young men going off to be soldiers, so at times this caused some 
problems. In this case, a local magistrate, the Sieur Bonneau-Chabot, harangued La Noiray, knocked him down, and 
took his drum. 

La Noiray went back to his company, gathered up some men and waited to ambush Bonneau-Chabot. When the 
magistrate arrived with his men, a battle commenced. The professional soldiers won. The magistrate was killed and 
one of his friends was mortally wounded. 

The men involved were tried in a civilian court and five of them were sentenced to death. However, by the time 
this happened, the company with all of the men involved had already left town and the sentences were never carried 
out. 

When Francois’s company reached La Rochelle (probably sometime in the beginning of April), they were sent to 
one of the islands offshore to wait for their ship to depart. The whole regiment was sent out to the islands, probably to 
keep them from interacting with the civilians and to keep them from deserting. Francois’s company left La Rochelle 
for Canada on May 24, 1665. Two ships left at that time, Saint-Sebastien and Justice. Francois was most likely on the 
Justice, since that is the one his company sailed on. However, some sources say he was on the Saint-Sebastien. Both of 
these ships had a rough voyage made worse by disease. Some accounts say they were hit with spotted fever and plague, 
and some say it was scurvy. Whatever it was, over a hundred men on the two ships were ill when they landed in early 
September and eight to twenty had died during the voyage. b 

In October, Francois’s company was sent to the mouth of the du Loup (Wolf) river to build a fort that drey were 

1 This incident was supposed to have occured on their way to La Rochelle. Francois was from Poitiers, which is farther from La Rochelle than 
La Mothe-Saint-Heray, so if he had recently joined the company in his hometown, it is likely that he was already a member by the time they 
reached La Mothe-Saint-Heray. Or, he may have joined long before this.

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to occupy for tire winter. This was the beginning of the town of Louiseville, Quebec. The fort they built was one of a 
group of forts that were part of the plan to protect the citizens of the area from attack by the Iroquois. The Marquis of 
Salieres, who arrived in Canada the same year as Francois, talked about his orders to build one of these forts: 

"7 was ordered to set out with seven companies to build ajort at the mouth of Lake Champlain, without a carpenter, nor any 
other skilled workmen and with very Jew tools .... 7 arrived there with 350 men . . . many of whom were sick with stomachflu 
caused by the heavy rains and cold and who were also ill clothed, barefoot and had no pots to cook their salt pork or to make por¬ 
ridge. " 

It is likely that Francois and his companions had a rough winter. 

Francois and the other soldiers had been sent to New France to help protect the settlers from the Iroquois, but 
there was another part to their mission. The authorities hoped that some of the soldiers would settle in Canada once 
their tour of duty was over. Land inducements were offered, and Francois was one of the soldiers who decided to 
make his home in Canada.

Notes for Marie Renaud 

Marie Renaud was a Fille du Roi, translated as “Daughter of the King.” However, this did not mean that she was 
related to die king. It is the term used for the young women who emigrated from France to Canada between 1663 and 
1673 to look for husbands. They were called the king’s daughters because the crown paid for their passage and dowry, 
though sometimes the dowries weren’t actually paid. 

The French were getting concerned about the huge influx of English emigrants to the New World that started in 
the 1630s. The French colonies had nowhere near the number of people in them that the English colonies had. There 
just weren’t as many French families willing to uproot themselves and move to the New World. However, die French 
colonies did have a number of unmarried men, so they came up with the idea of sending brides to diem. Women were 
sought from all over France and emissaries even went to orphanages to find candidates. Marie was one of these wom¬ 
en. One can only imagine her feelings when she landed on a totally foreign and wild shore to start a new life. Many of 
the young women took one look at Canada and asked to be returned to France. Marie chose to stay. 

Marie married Francois Leroux in October 1668. Together they had five children, four of whom survivedher. 4217

Notes for Jean Cusson 

Jean Cusson came to Canada around 1656. It was there that he married Marie Foubert with whom he was to have 
sixteen children. In 1666 the family was living in Trois Riveres where Jean was called a “habitant,” a man who leased 
his farm. In 1667 he had seven cattle and 28 arpents under cultivation. (One square arpent is about 0.845 acres.) 

Jean must have been able to read and write, because in 1669 he was given the job of royal notary in Cap-de-la- 
Madeleine. From 1687 to 1700, he was the royal notary in Cap et a Champlain, and from 1700 to 1704 he was a royal 
notary in Montreal. In 1681 he is listed as having 6 head of cattle, 40 arpents under cultivation and two guns. At some 
point in his life, he also held the jobs of clerk, attorney, and an interim king’s attorney. Jean died in 1718 in St Sul-

Notes for Isaac Pasquier 

Isaac Pasquier was a member of the Carignan-Salieres Regiment, one of the first French regiments to wear a uni¬ 
form. Theirs was brown and grey. At this point, we don’t know Isaac’s exact enlistment date, but we do know that 
the ship his company was on arrived in Canada in August 1665. Isaac was a member of Monsieur Pierre de la Motte’s 
company, the Saint-Paul de la Motte. One of their first jobs after arriving in Canada was to work on some of the forts 
being built on the Richelieu River. These forts were part of the plan to protect the citizens of the area from attack by 
the Iroquois. The Marquis of Salieres, who arrived in Canada at the same time as Isaac, talked about his orders to build 
one of these forts: 

"7 was ordered to set out with seven companies to build ajort at the mouth of Lake Champlain, without a carpenter, nor 
any other skilled workmen and with very Jew tools .... 7 arrived there with 350 men . . . many of whom were sick with stom- 
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achjlu caused by the heavy rains and cold and who were also ill clothed, barefoot and had 
make porridge ."

In October of that year, Isaac’s company was building a road from the new Forte Sainte-Therese to the head 
of Lake Champlain. A few months later they went to the winter quarters in Quebec. In the spring of 1666, they 
were back at work, building Fort Sainte-Anne on an island called Isle la Motte (Lamothe) near the source of Lake 
Champlain. 

That fall, Isaac was most likely a member of the expedition that left from Fort Sainte-Anne to attack a group of 
Iroquois called the Mohawks. This expedition consisted of about 1100 French soldiers and 100 of their Indian allies/ 
The Mohawks heard of it in time to abandon their villages. The soldiers burned four abandoned villages and returned 
home in November. 

While this expedition didn’t seem to accomplish much, it was considered a success. The following July a peace 
treaty was signed with all of the Iroquois that lasted twenty years. 

Isaac’s company spent the winter of 1666-1667 at Forte Sainte-Anne. It was a hard winter. Forty of the sixty men 
caught scurvy. A military chaplain, Francois Dollier de Casson, arrived to find two men already dead and a number of 
men who were dying. De Casson himself had been ill before he left, and his worried friends had sent him away with 
fresh food to help him regain his strength. He used his supplies to help the sick men at the fort. According to de Cas¬ 
son, before he arrived all that the men had to eat was bacon and bread made from spoiled flour. He immediately went 
to work nursing the sick men and is credited for saving many lives that winter, though at least eleven men died. Who 
knows? If it wasn’t for de Casson, perhaps our ancestor, Isaac, may not have survived the winter. 

At one point a delegation of Iroquois arrived and the soldiers thought the Indians might see how weak they were 
and want to attack. Since more than half of them were deathly ill, there was no way they could defend themselves. 
They decided to light all the fires in the cabins to fool the Iroquois into thinking they were full of men. Luckily for the 
soldiers, it was a false alarm. 

Isaac and the other soldiers had been sent to New France to help protect the settlers from the Iroquois, but there 
was anotlier part to their mission. The authorities hoped that some of the soldiers would settle in Canada once their 
tour of duty was over. Land inducements were offered, and Isaac was one of the soldiers who decided to make his 
home in Canada. He was granted a lease from the parish of Ange-Gardien, but he later asked to be released from it so 
that he could live on lie d’Orleans where he was given a land grant. In 1670 he married Elisabeth Meunierandin 1681 
they are listed as living on lie d’Orleans with seven arpents (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) of land under cul¬ 
tivation and seven head of cattle.

Notes for Louis Coulombe 

Louis is first mentioned in New France about 1666. At that time he was a domestic servant in t he Quebec home of 
Charles Roger. Not long after this, Louis became a farmer on his own plot of land, and in 1670 he married Jeanne 
Marguerite Boucault. In 1681, they are listed as having 9 arpents (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) of cultivated 
land. They also owned two head of cattle. 

Louis and Jeanne had twelve children together, but two of them died young. They also had another tragedy when 
their oldest son, Nicolas, died without any children after only being married eleven months. His widow re-married 
and she and her new husband lived on the land that Louis and Nicolas had cultivated. Louis tried to get compensation 
from the courts for this, but his case was rejected. 

Just a few short months after Nicolas’s death, Louis’s wife, Jeanne, was “JoundJrozen on the bank of the great river of 
Beauport. "This was several kilometers from their home. Her youngest child was only three years old when she died. 
Louis never re-married, raising his youngest, now motherless, children on his own. When Jeanne died, Louis’s oldest 
son was dead and his two oldest daughters were married. His third daughter, Louise, took over die running of the 
household. She remained single her whole life and a few days before her father died, she became a novice with die 
Nursing Sisters at Quebec.

Notes for Charles Allaire 

Charles Allaire immigrated to Canada with his older brother, Jean, on La Taureau in 1658. They had contracted to 
work there for t hrec years for an annual salary of 75 livres each. Both of them decided to remain in Canada when t heir 
contracts ended. 

In 1661, Charles was living in Sainte-Famille, He d’Orleans. The following year, he signed a marriage contract 
with Francoise Chapelain, but it was annulled. On 10 Oct 1663 he signed a marriage contract with Catherine Fievre, 
and they were married that November. In 1667, Charles and Catherine owned 6 arpents (one square arpent is about 
0.845 acres) of cultivated land and one cow. 

Charles and Catherine’s family grew. They eventually had thirteen children, though three of them died young. 
Money was tight and at one point Charles was taken to court for a debt he owed the butcher, but through hard work 
he managed to pay his debts. 

In 1681, Charles and Catherine moved to Saint-Francois. This was to be Charles’s final move and he died in Saint -

Notes for Pierre Labbe 

Pierre Labbe grew up in France, but his destiny was to travel. As a young man, he signed on to be a soldier in 
the Poitou Regiment in the company led by Captain Francois de Tapie de Monteil. In February 1664, he was sent 
from France with a fleet of ships taking settlers to Hie Antilles in the Caribbean. It is thought drat Pierre was on Le 
Breze, and some accounts say that Le Breze was attacked by Turkish ships off Portugal. They repelled die attack and con¬ 
tinued on to die Antilles where they dropped off their passengers. 

From there, die company went to Cayenne, Guyana where they ousted the Dutch and claimed it for France. Then 
they went back to die Antilles and stayed in Guadeloupe for the rest of their time in the soudi. 

In April 1665, Pierre’s company was sent to Canada to help protect the settlers from die Iroquois, who had been 
viciously attacking them. It must have been a bit of a culture shock to go from the Caribbean to Canada, especially 
considering what awaited them. They arrived on 30 June 1665 to a relieved welcome from the settlers. According to 
the Jesuit Superior, Francois Le Mercier, “On the 30th, there appeared in the distance two sails, which filled us with joy. It is 
impossible to express the satisfaction of all people. ” 

Pierre and the men he came with were attached to, but not incorporated into, the Carignan Regiment (also 
known as the Carignan-Salieres Regiment). He was in the Monteil company under Captain Francois de Tapie. Widiin 

a Later, Jacques Labbe’s mother, Marguerite Meunier, married the father of Francoise DeBlois. 
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a few short months, 1200 soldiers had been brought to New France. Since before this there were only about 3200 
French people living there, this was a large number of new recruits to absorb. Of utmost importance to many of the 
residents was the religious faith of the soldiers. When Monsignor Francois de Laval, the first Roman Catholic bishop of 
Quebec, discovered that many of the soldiers were either Protestants or unconfirmed Catholics, he went to work on 
the problem. Pierre must have been one of these men, because he was confirmed in Quebec on 21 Sept 1665 by Mon¬ 
signor Laval. Monsignor Laval was later canonized as a saint. 

Pierre must have been very devout because 
that September he received a Scapular of Mount - 
Carmel. A scapular was originally an apron-like 
garment worn over a nun’s habit, sort of like a 
cloth sandwich-board. However, there are also 
small scapulars made of two small cloth rectan¬ 
gles attached to each other by cords. They are 
worn over the head. According to EWTN (the 
Global Catholic Network), the Brown Scapular of 
Mount-Carmel “represents a special Consecration to 
Our Lady .... Those who wear it practice a special 
devotion to Mary . ... In addition, the person has a 
special entrustment of themselves to Maryjor their sal¬ 
vation. This, injact, has been promised to those who 
faithfully wear the scapular: ‘Those who died wearing 
this scapular shall not suffer eternal fire. 

Unfortunately for Pierre and the other soldiers, New France had a new governor, Daniel de Remy de Courcelle. 
He was an aristocrat who had arrived in Quebec that September. He had never spent a winter in Canada. This was 
soon to have devastating consequences. 

When the Iroquois heard of the huge influx of soldiers to New France, they asked for a peace treaty. In Novem¬ 
ber, members of the Iroquois Confederacy and the French signed some peace agreements. The Mohawks, also mem¬ 
bers of the Confederacy, did not attend. This signaled to the French that the Mohawks didn’t want peace and weren’t 
intimidated by the new soldiers. Governor De Courcelle decided that the best way to deal with this was to attack. Not 
everyone agreed. According to Marquis de Salieres, Colonel of the Carignan-Salieres Regiment, “When I understood and 
saw the state our soldiers were infor this enterprise, I saw all things ill disposed, the soldiers having no snowshoes, very few axes, a 
single blanket, no equipmentfor the ice and having only one pair of moccasins and stockings. When I saw all this, I said to the cap¬ 
tains that it would require one of God's miracles for any good to come of this. Some if them replied that M. le gouverneur did as he 
pleased and took advice from no one. " 

It is unknown whether Pierre went on the expedition, but it is likely that he did since it appears that his captain 
was on it. Captain Tapie de Monteil said of the expedition: “We lost in this expedition, that we began in January, 400 men, 
all victims if the intense cold. We walked with Monsieur de Courcelle, governor, and . . . Monsieur de Tracy to surprise an enemy 
village, but the guides froze to death on the way, and we could not attain our objective.” 11 

The army left Fort Ste Therese on January 30th with five to six hundred men. Then, of course, since they had 
no guides, they got lost. They wandered around for over two weeks hungry and cold, until they ran across some cab¬ 
ins outside of Schenectady, which they thought were part of an Indian village. They proceeded to ransack the cabins 
and slaughter the mixed-race occupants. Some Mohawks who had been trading with the Dutch in Schenectady heard

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the shots and came to investigate. Accounts seem to vary about what happened, but it appears that there were casual¬ 
ties on both sides. According to the Mohawks, they killed twelve soldiers, captured two, and found five soldiers dead 
of cold or hunger. They themselves lost three warriors and had five wounded. 

The Dutch burgomaster of Schenectady arrived and told the French that the entire area had passed from Dutch 
control to English control the previous summer. Not wanting to start a fight with the English, the French soldiers ob¬ 
tained some provisions from the Dutch and headed back to Quebec. Unfortunately for them, the Mohawks started 
attacking them as they marched, killing at least four soldiers and wounding others. 

The soldiers’ provisions ran out in the middle of Lake Champlain. They had stored a cache of food for the return 
journey home, but someone had emptied it. More soldiers died of hunger and exposure, and some became snow- 
blind. They finally reached Chambly the 8th of March. Numbers vary as to how many soldiers died on this expedition. 
A popular figure is 400, based on de Monteil’s quote, but there is the possibility that he was talking about how many 
men they started out with and not how many died. Another source said that at first they thought it was 60, but then 
some of die men came straggling in, so the final number appears to be unknown. Plus, other men were injured and 
possibly died on the way to start the expedition at Fort Ste Therese. Whatever the number, the whole expedition was 
a disaster. 

One can only imagine how the men like Pierre, who had just come to Canada from die Caribbean, felt about this 
winter expedition! 

The following September the soldiers launched another expedition against the Mohawks, even larger dian die Jan¬ 
uary one. It is likely that Pierre was also a member of this expedition since it was led by die commander of his regi¬ 
ment, die Marquis de Tracy. This expedition consisted of about 1100 French soldiers and 100 of dieir Indian allies. 3 
The Mohawks heard of it in time to abandon their villages. The soldiers burned four abandoned villages and returned 
home in November. 

While this expedition didn’t seem to accomplish much, it was considered a success. The following July a peace 
treaty was signed with all of the Iroquois that lasted twenty years. 

Pierre and the other soldiers had been sent to New France to help protect the settlers from the Iroquois, but there 
was another part to their mission. The authorities hoped that some of the soldiers would settle in Canada once their 
tour of duty was over. Land inducements were offered, and Pierre was one of the soldiers who decided to make his 
home in Canada. He was granted land in March of 1667 on Tie d’Orleans. In July of 1670, he sold this land, complete 
with cabin. Eleven days later, he entered into a marriage contract with a widow named Catherine Besnard, who had 
two children and property from her previous marriage. They did not actually marry for two more years, in July 1672. 
Their long-awaited marriage lasted less than t hree months; Catherine died that October. Pierre sold his share of her 
land the following August. 

In February 1674, Pierre bought a farm on the south coast of lie d’Orleans, and that April he married fourteen- 
year-old Marguerite Meunier. Her parents gave the newlyweds 100 livres of furniture as a wedding gift. They eventu¬ 
ally had thirteen children, six of whom died before their parents. 

In 1709, the year he died, Pierre is listed as owning 48 arpents (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) of cleared

Louis Guertin was a wooden shoemaker from France. In April 1653, he signed a contract to work in Montreal as a 
pioneer and laborer for five years for 60 livres a year. He set sail for Montreal on the Nicolas-de-Nantes that June. 

Montreal (Ville Marie) was first settled in 1642, but it was under constant threat of attack by the Iroquois, so the 
settlement had a hard time growing. An effort was made in France to recruit more settlers and they were able to find 
117-154 a men who signed contracts to journey to Ville Marie. These recruits were called “La Grand Recrue.” Of these 
men, only 102-120 actually showed up when it came time to start the voyage to Canada. One of these men was Louis 
Guertin. Their ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in Brittany on June 20, 1653. 

St. Nicolas de Nantes did not get very far. It was in poor shape and started taking on water. After traveling 350 
leagues, it had to return to shore. However, the organizers of the trip were concerned about losing the recruits, so 


Accounts vary 
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they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in France. According to 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de Maisonneuve and all 
of his soldiers stopped on an islandjrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have stayed. Some even set 
about swimming to save themselves since they werejurious and believed they had been taken to perdition. The replacement ship 
picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After dais rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness on board, probably from scurvy, and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on Sep¬ 
tember, 22, 1653, where it ran aground. After the passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned 
in place since they could not get it to sail again. 

Even after their voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre¬ 
al. Many of them were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep them in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move up the river. He was trying to keep the recruits in Quebec 
through the winter in hopes that some of them would decide to stay instead of going on to Montreal. These difficulties 
were finally overcome and the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

At some point after his arrival, Louis signed up for some of the first health insurance in the New World. He 
agreed to pay Etienne Bouchard 100 sols per year in return for his doctoring. 

Louis was granted 30 acres in 1655. His 1667 census record shows 14 acres under cultivation. By 1659, Louis’s 
original work contract was over, and he owned property. Louis was ready to start a family. At that time, ships were 
bringing young girls and women from Erance who were looking for husbands. On September 29th, one of those ships 
landed in Montreal. Louis was there waiting. Within a week, he and his future wife, Marie-Elisabeth Camus, had 
signed a marriage contract. 

Louis and Marie-Elisabeth were married October 26th and together they had eleven children. Marie-Elisabeth 
died in 1680, leaving Louis with eight children who were still living at home to care for. 

In September of 1687, a measles epidemic struck Montreal. Six percent of the civilian population died. It is possi¬ 
ble that two of Louis’s children, Eustache and Angelique, may have died from this epidemic, though they may have 
died in a different epidemic before this one. 3 It is also possible that Louis himself, who died in December 1687, may

Notes for Marie-Elisabeth Camus 

Marie-Elisabeth came to Canada in 1659 as a “Fille a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who immigrated to 
New France to marry between 1634 and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of the colonists in New France were male, 
so it was difficult for any of them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to 
solve this problem by finding women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in ex¬ 
change for a small dowry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed 
to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Marie-Elisabeth was only about fifteen years old when she agreed to emigrate to Canada. Unfortunately for her, 
the voyage she was about to embark on was fraught with danger. The ship, Saint-Andre, departed France on 29 June 
1659. What the passengers didn’t realize was that it had previously been used as a hospital ship for sick soldiers and 
was full of germs. Many of the passengers caught typhus and died during the journey. An account by Marie de 
lTncarnation says: “There were nearly two hundred on board and nearly all were ill. Eight died at sea and others when they land¬ 
ed. Nearly all the country was infected and the hospital was filled with the sick. ” Also, they ran into some storms and nearly 
sank. Marie-Elisabeth must have been very relieved to have survived the journey when the ship landed on September 
29th. 

Less than a month later, Marie-Elisabeth married Louis Guertin. He was about twenty years older than her. They 
had eleven children together, none of whom died before she did, which was unusual for the time.

Notes for Claude Prat 

Claude Prat was a Fille du Roi, translated as “Daughter of the King.” Flowever, this did not mean t hat she was re¬ 
lated to the king. It is the term used for the young women who emigrated from France to Canada between 1663 and 
1673 to look for husbands. They were called the king’s daughters because the crown paid for their passage and dowry, 
though sometimes the dowries weren’t actually paid. 

The French were getting concerned about the huge influx of English emigrants to the New World that started in 
the 1630s. The French colonies had nowhere near the number of people in them that the English colonies had. There 
just weren’t as many French families willing to uproot themselves and move to the New World. Flowever, die French 
colonies did have a number of unmarried men, so they came up with the idea of sending brides to diem. Women were 
sought from all over France and emissaries even went to orphanages to find candidates. Claude was one of the ninety 
Filles du Roi on the Le Saint Jean-Baptiste de La Dieppe in 1665. She arrived in Quebec on June 18th. One can only im¬ 
agine her feelings when she landed on a totally foreign and wild shore to start a new life. Many of the young women 
took one look at Canada and asked to be returned to France. Claude chose to stay. 
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Claude married Nicolas Giard in November of the year she arrived in Canada. Two years later, their census rec¬ 
ord states that Claude was nineteen years old and that they had seven arpents of land under cultivation. (One square 
arpent is about 0.845 acres.) No children were listed, so it is likely that they’d already had a tragedy in the family, 
since their first child, Antoine, had been born the year before. Claude and Nicolas had ten children of which at least 
three died young.

Notes for Louis Tetreau 

Red-headed Louis Tetreau emigrated from France to Canada around 1660 or 1661, when he was about twenty- 
five years old. In 1662, he took a farmer named Jean Lemoyne to court, accusing him of not paying for work drat Lou¬ 
is had done for him. Louis won the case and 30 livres. Louis must have decided to quit working for Lemoyne because 
soon after he leased 100 acres in Trois Rivieres from the Jesuits, agreeing to farm half of the land in wheat and die rest 
with other crops. He was also given “4 oxen, 2 cows, 2 calves 3 sows, 1 pig, 18 hens, 1 rooster, half the seed grains and a man 
Jor harvest time and winnowing, etc. ” 

In 1662 there was a rumor going around that Louis had a wife and daughter in France, but nothing seems to have 
come of it as he remained in Canada and married the widow Noelle Landreau in 1663 , a Noelle had two children from 
her previous marriage, so Louis became an instant stepfather. 

In 1666, Louis and his family were still living on the Jesuits’ farm, but in 1667 they had moved to Petit-Cap de la 
Magdeleine. For many years after this, Louis bought and sold land. He became a Petit Seigneur, a small landowner 
who rented out his property to others. 

In 1685, Louis and his wife gifted each other all of their property so that whoever died first would inherit all of it. 
If they hadn’t done this, the survivor would have had to split half of their property, including household goods, be¬ 
tween their children. This law often caused problems within families. 

Louis and Noelle had nine children together. At least two of them died before Louis: Michael, who died young, 
and Claude, who was killed by Indians.

Notes for Antoine Brunet 

Antoine Brunet grew up in France. In 1662, he was hired as a domestique (servant) by the Sulpiciens, a group of 
priests and seminarians who were in Canada to, among other tilings, convert the Indians and to provide hospitals and 
schools for both the Colonists and the Indians. The Sulpiciens also acted as seigneurs for Montreal. It was the respon¬ 
sibility of seigneurs to make sure that the land they’d been given was settled and maintained. Seigneurs would divide 
their land into plots and rent it to tenants called habitants or censitaires. The habitants built their houses on the land, 
cleared it, and farmed it. Habitants could only be kicked off their land if they neglected to pay their rent to the sei¬ 
gneur or neglected to improve the land. Habitants were also able to pass their land on to their children or sell it, but 
the rent would still be due to the seigneur. The rents came in various forms. There could be a fee due every year, an 
amount of yearly free labor given to the seigneur, a percentage due to the seigneur whenever the land was sold, or 
some combination of these. This whole system was called the Seigneurial System. Typically, a seigneur divided his 
land into long strips, or long lots, along a waterway. 

Each habitant would be given a strip so that they would all have access to the waterway. Waterways were particu¬ 
larly important in New France for transportation. The seigneur would often make a second row of long lots behind 
the first row with a road between them that the inhabitants of the second row would have access to.

It appears that Francoise was cheated during the sale of her husband’s assets by a man named Jacques Baudry who 
used some type of fake currency. The end result of the court case regarding this isn’t clear. Francoise also appears to 
have run some sort of tavern after her husband died. At one point this tavern had its permit revoked for selling liquor 
to Indians. One source said that Francoise was accused of “leading a dissolute life.”* The source did not say when this 
accusation was made, but perhaps it was during the time she owned the tavern. 

In 1707, Francoise married the widower, Pierre Perthuis. Her new husband was blind, possibly from diabetes. He 
died a little over a year after their marriage.

Notes for Barbe Renaud 

Barbe came to New France with her parents between 1645-1649. She married her first husband, Jean Charpen- 
tier, when she was sixteen years old and had eleven children with him. Jean must have died not long after her eleventh 
child was born as she married her second husband, Nicolas Cochard, less than two years after that child’s birth. By 
then, her parents had moved back to France and she was probably very concerned about how to care for all of her 
children. 

Barbe had one daughter with Nicolas before he appears to have also died. She married Mathurin Amaud less than a 
year after her daughter with Nicolas, Marie Anne, was born. Barbe went on to have six children with Mathurin, giving

Notes for Guillaume Pepin 

Guillaume was one of the early settlers of Trois Rivieres. He was a respected member of t he community who held 
a number of public offices. In 1651,52, and 55, he was a syndic who represented the residents of Trois Rivieres to the 
Board of Governors. At one point he was a mayor and another a judge. 

Guillaume was given a piece of land in July 1647 on the bank of the Saint-Mauricie River. The lot was three ar- 
pents (similar to acres) fronting the river and nine arpents deep. In 1650 he was also given a lot in town and another 
below the Fort. Eventually, Guillaume acquired more land, some of which he sold. 

On 18 August 1652, four residents of Trois Rivieres were going by canoe to the Cap de la Madeleine when they 
were attacked by Iroquois. T wo of the settlers were killed outright and two were taken prisoner. The governor decid¬ 
ed to take action and he got together a group of 52-62 men to retaliate. Guillaume was one of these men. They left 
Trois Rivieres the following morning and traveled between three and six miles before they found the Iroquois hiding 
in the woods. The governor decided to attack. At this point, it sounds like some of the men pointed out to him that 
this was not a good place to fight. It was marshy with soft mud, and the Iroquois had the advantage. The governor ig¬ 
nored the warnings and decided to attack anyway. It proved to be a bad decision. They were ambushed by about one 
hundred and twenty Iroquois. Eight of the Frenchmen were killed immediately, including the governor. The settlers 
retreated, but not before seven wounded men were taken as prisoners by the Iroquois. They were quite possibly “tor¬ 
tured and burned. ” 

Guillaume survived the battle and the hard life of a settler. His wife died before him and in 1681 he was living 
alone. Later, he moved in with his son, Pierre, and he died at Pierre’s house in 1697. 46,2 4693 4694

Notes for Francoise Cure 

Francoise was at least twenty-six years old, possibly older, when she left France for Canada. If she was never mar¬ 
ried, she was probably considered a spinster, since at that time French women tended to marry at a young age. This 
could be why she decided to become a Fille du Roi, translated as “Daughter of the King.” However, this did not mean 
that she was related to the king. It is the term used for the young women who emigrated from France to Canada be¬ 
tween 1663 and 1673 to look for husbands. They were called the king’s daughters because the crown paid for their 
passage and dowry, though sometimes the dowries weren’t actually paid. 

The French were getting concerned about the huge influx of English emigrants to the New World that started in 
the 1630s. The French colonies had nowhere near the number of people in them that the English colonies had. There 
just weren’t as many French families willing to uproot themselves and move to the New World. However, die French 
colonies did have a number of unmarried men, so they came up with the idea of sending brides to diem. Women were 
sought from all over France and emissaries even went to orphanages to find candidates. Francoise was one of about 
135 women who emigrated in 1669. She sailed on the Le SaintJean-Baptiste de La Rochelle on May 1 Sth, 1669. The trip 
took a month and a half. One can only imagine her feelings when she landed on a totally foreign and wild shore to start 
a new life. Many of the young women took one look at Canada and asked to be returned to France. Francoise chose to 
stay. 

That December, Francoise signed a marriage contract with her future husband, Lucas Loiseau. Francoise and Lu¬ 
cas had at least five children together, though, tragically, two of them died young. Their twelve-year-old daughter, 
Jeanne, died in November of 1687, and two months later their ten-year-old son, Roger, also died. In 1681 Francoise 
and Lucas were living on six arpents of land (one square arpent is about 0.845 acres) and owned two cows, so it ap¬ 
pears that they were not a wealthy family. However, they had a long, successful marriage. They’d been married about

Notes for Jacques Archambault 

Jacques Archambault was a wine-maker in France when he was approached with an opportunity to emigrate to the 
New World. Pierre Legardeur de Repentigny helped Jacques and his family move to the town of Quebec and provid¬ 
ed them with a five-year lease on farmland and a dwelling, two oxen, two cows, one heifer, and some pigs. De Re¬ 
pentigny died in 1648, and in 1649 Jacques still owed over 384 livres on his accounts. He must not have been happy 
with the results of his first lease, because he moved to another property in 1651. The Governor had ceded to Jacques a 
plot of land on Le Cape Rouge. 

That same year, 1651, was a year of tragedy for the Archambault family. J acques’ oldest son, Denis, who was liv¬ 
ing in Montreal, or Ville Marie as it was called then, was killed by an exploding cannon which he was using to fend off 
an attack on the town by the Iroquois. Indian attacks were common at this time, and the French settlers had to be con¬ 
stantly on the alert, especially in Ville Marie. 

This did not stop Jacques from deciding to live there. Ville Marie was looking for settlers. In September of that 
year, Jacques was offered two plots of land, one 15 by 2 acre plot in the country and one 2 acre by 1 acre plot in 
town, plus 500 livres if he would move to Ville Marie. At least two of his daughters were already living there. Jacques 
and Francoise decided to move, and it was there that Jacques found his calling. He became the local well-digger, start¬ 
ing with die first well ever dug in Montreal. This well was important strategically as it was dug inside the fort. The 
contract for the job said that the well was to be five feet in diameter and lined with stone and contain at least two feet 
of steady water. Jacques was paid 300 livres and ten pots of eau-de-vie (brandy). He went on to dig a well for the hos¬ 
pital, and continued to dig wells for various townsfolk. 

There is a replica of the first well he dug next to the Museum of Archeology in Montreal. Archeologists have also 
uncovered his original well. 

Jacques’ wife, Francoise, died in 1663. By then, his children had left home and Jacques was alone. He eventually 
married Marie Denot de Lemartiniere. 

In 1678 Jacques’ children decided that he was getting to be too old to dig wells. His three son-in-laws and his son,

Notes for Simon Roy 

Montreal (Ville Marie) was first settled in 1642, but it was under constant threat of attack by the Iroquois, so the 
settlement had a hard time growing. An effort was made in France to recruit more settlers and they were able to find 
117-154 a men who signed contracts to journey to Ville Marie. These recruits were called “La Grand Recrue.” Of these 
men, only 102-120 actually showed up when it came time to start the voyage to Canada. One of these men was Simon 
Roy. Their ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in Brittany on June 20, 1653. 

St. Nicolas de Nantes did not get very far. It was in poor shape and started taking on water. After traveling 350 
leagues, it had to return to shore. However, the organizers of the trip were concerned about losing the recruits, so 
they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in France. According to 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de Maisonneuve and all 
of his soldiers stopped on an islandfrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have stayed. Some even set 
about swimming to save themselves since they were furious and believed they had been taken to perdition .” The replacement ship 
picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After this rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness onboard and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on September, 22, 1653, where it 
ran aground. After the passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned in place since they could 
not get it to sail again. 

Even after their voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre¬ 
al. Many of them were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep them in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move them up the river. These difficulties were finally overcome and 
the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

In 1655, Simon was given a piece of land to farm that was about two acres wide and fifteen acres long. He built an 
18 foot by 30 foot house on it. In 1658, he married Jeanne Godard. His joy was complete when his son was born in 
1661. However, he was not to live to see his son’s first birthday. In February of the following year, Simon was out 
cutting trees* 5 with a group of men when they were attacked by Iroquois Indians. Simon was killed and his wife and son

Notes for Jeanne Godard 

Jeanne emigrated from France sometime before her marriage contract was signed in September 14, 1658. Her 
situation in France must not have been good since she volunteered to become one of the “Filles a Marier,” one of the 
262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry between 1634 and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of 
the colonists in New France were male, so it was difficult for any of them who wanted to settle down and start a fami¬ 
ly to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem by finding women in France who would sign a contract 
to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small dowry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada 
and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

On September 23, 1658 Jeanne married Simon Roy. They were not destined to have a long life together. Simon 
was killed by Indians before their first child was a year old, and Jeanne was left alone to raise their son. New France 
was a dangerous place for a woman living alone, and Jeanne lost no time in finding another husband, Pierre Pigeon. 
They were married about nine months after Simon was killed. Jeanne and Pierre had six children together. 4814 4815 4816

Notes for Zacharie Cloutier 

Zacharie Cloutier was a master carpenter in Mortagne au Perche, Prance when a man named Robert Giffard ap¬ 
proached him and another man named Jean Guyon, a mason, with a proposition. Robert had just been made a sei¬ 
gneur in Canada. The seigneurial system was a feudal system of land holding where the Seigneur held a piece of land 
and either farmed it himself or gave concessions to others, habitants, who leased it from him. He in turn had obliga¬ 
tions to whoever gave him the land in the first place. A seigneur could “establish a court of law, operate a mill, and organ¬ 
ize a commune. He receivedfrom the habitants various forms of rent ... or taxes levied on grain, which the tenant had to grind at 
his seigneur’s mill. He also usually granted hunting, fishing, and woodcutting licenses.’ 

Robert wanted Zacharie, Jean, and their oldest sons to come to Canada and work for him for three years, after 
which time he would give them each 1000 arpents of land (one arpent is about one acre) and pay for their passage and 
the passage for their families after they’d been there two years. Zacharie and Jean agreed and signed a contract in 
March 1634 that started in June 1634, though both men ended up bringing their families to Canada right away instead 
of waiting two years. 

One of their first projects was to build a house for Giffard, although Zacharie and Jean also built a house for t hem- 
selves that the two families shared until they had time to build a separate house for Zacharie. After his contract with 
Giffard ended, Zacharie was involved in many other projects including building the Chateau St-Louis which was die 
governor’s house in Quebec. He was given property next to the Chateau so that he could live nearby while he was 
working. He also worked on a parsonage and various other houses. He built a house for a gunsmith and was paid with 
cash and the repair of three rifles and a pistol. It appears his services were much in demand. 

Zacharie increased his holdings and business projects, but he was having problems with tint first contract with 
Giffard. They’d had disagreements over work owed and boundaries. And then Giffard sued both Zacharie and Jean for 
not giving him the fealty and homage due to him under the contract. Part of this meant they were to go down on one 
knee and say three times, among other tilings, “Monsieur de Beauport [Giffard], I render you fealty and homage.” Zacharie 
took exception to diis, perhaps because he had never had to do diis as a master carpenter. Whatever die reason, 
Giffard took the men to court for not bowing to him and to require them to pay him a yearly fee for the use of their 
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lands. Zacharie and Jean lost the court case, and it is unclear whether Zacharie ever bowed down to Giffard,' 1 though 
he couldn’t get away from paying the yearly fee. Jean avoided bowing down to Giffard by bowing to his representa¬ 
tive while Giffard was away. 

Since Zacharie couldn’t read (he signed his documents with the symbol of an ax), perhaps he didn’t know about 
the fine print of the contract he had signed. 

Zacharie’s relationship with Giffard was contentious, but back home in France he was known as the family peace¬ 
maker for helping his father and brother solve an inheritance dispute. 

Toward the end of his life, he gathered his children together and crafted an agreement about their inheritance. 
The following year (1669) he and his wife “placed themselves in the hands of their son, Zacharie. ” The master carpenter was 
coming to die end of his life. He died in 1677. 4841 +lS+- +84>

Notes for Xantes Dupont 

Xantes’ first husband died in France without children early in their marriage. She then married master carpenter, 
Zacharie Cloutier. Together diey had six children, three boys and three girls. In 1632 tragedy struck the family when 
their ten-year-old daughter, Xantes, died. 

Two years after his daughter’s death, Zacharie was offered a job in New France. At first he was going to go with 
just his oldest son, and Xantes would follow in two years with the rest of the children. But the family did not want to 
be parted for such a long time, so they decided to all leave at once. 

When the time came to leave France, Xantes must have had a hard time leaving her little daughter’s grave behind, 
not to mention all of her friends and family. Canada was a vast unsettled wilderness, unlike any place she’d ever been. 
However, their family wasn’t alone in their cmigration—F: forty -1 hree people from Perche were also making the jour¬ 
ney. Before t hey left, they had one last mass in the church of Notre Dame in Mortagne-au-Perche. According to tradi¬ 
tion, after the mass the small group of emigrants stood in the yard of the church and said farewell to the friends and 
family they were leaving behind. 

The first step in the journey for these emigrants was to go by wagon to the port of Dieppe, about a hundred miles 
away. From there, diey embarked on their ocean voyage to their new home. 

Once they arrived in New France, Zacharie and his friend, Jean Guyon, built a house for the two families to live 
in while diey worked for Robert Giffard, the man who had hired them. With the Cloutier’s five children and the 
Guyon’s six, it must have made for a crowded household. Eventually, Xantes and Zacharie built their own house. 

In 1636, Xantes and Zacharie arranged for their daughter, Anne, who was only ten, to marry a brickmaker, 
Robert Drouin. Girls married young in New France, but ten was a little young, even for that time. The contract stipu¬ 
lated that even though Anne was to be married when she was eleven, she was to live with her parents until she was 
thirteen, and her husband was to only have non-conjugal visits until then. Their marriage was short-lived and full of 
tragedy. Between 1641 and 1648 they had six children of whom only two, Genevieve and Jeanne, survived. Anne her¬ 
self died on 4 Feb 1648. Robert remarried in 1649, and according to Gerard Lebel in Our French-Canadian Ancestors, his 
new wife was “not accepted by the Cloutiers," so diey raised their two modierless granddaughters themselves. Caring for 
them probably helped Xantes through the loss of her daughter. 


Though perhaps not to someone who can read French and has access to the records. 
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There exists a letter pur¬ 
ported to written by Xantes to 
her family back in France. If, like 
her husband, she could not read 
and write, than perhaps she dic¬ 
tated it to someone. Based on the 
information in the letter, it was 
written around 1660 or 1661. 
Xantes would probably have 
been at least sixty-four years old 
at that time, perhaps older. I do 
not know if the letter is authentic 
or not—there may be some 
question about that. Below is a 
very rough translation of it, with 
guesses as to the questionable 
translations in brackets. 


North Face of the Church of Notre Dame in Mortagne-au-Perche a 


Dear parents, 

The delay of this letter will not have you caused concern, I hope? It will leave by last boats of the season. We are all healthy. 
Jean, our boy has five children. The elder, little Jean, eight years and Anne, the last of his four daughters, yet a year. He is married 
to Marie Martin, daughter of Abraham, and they [are doing well] in Quebec. 

Charles started a household there two years ago with Louise Morin, a well-connected daughter. Their Ursula [is too good] to 

live. 

As for Louise, did you know that her late husband was drowned ? She married a second husband, Jean Migneau-Chatillon, de 
Bayeux. One of their sons lejtjor l'Acadie, where he will settle. 

We were afraid all summer of the Savages. In June, eight inhabitants of the Beaupre Coast were massacred by the Iroquois. These 
are the trials of the country. One cannot venture to the edge of a wood without [getting shot at]. If one embarks in a canoe he is 
pursued and sunk by a Savage hidden nearby. Fire [happens] when it is least expected around the cabins of the Savages of Sillery or 
the Island of Orleans, and even those of the French. 

In winter, our people go codfishing and [hunt] sealskins in Gaspe. The St Lawrence River is then covered with ice. [By] Quebec, 
it is a bridge you can walk on it as on a beautiful plain. 

My husband still has his stronghold of Clouterie, but [he is thinking of selling it to] Nicolas Dupont de Neuville. When the 
sale is concluded, we will stay in Chateau-Richer. There is a church there, and then we will be closer to our beautiful children who 
[have] property there. 

When we came here, there were only five or six small houses and the whole country was great forests full of thickets. Now, Que¬ 
bec is a city and there are several villages all around. 

[My regards to all my parents and friends], I remain without pretense,

Notes for Noel Morin 

Noel Morin was a wheelwright who was first recorded in Quebec in 1639. He married his wife, Helene Despor¬ 
tes, in January 1640. He gave his wife a dower of 200 livres that he guaranteed with a house in France which he had 
inherited from his mother. Upon his marriage, Noel became an instant father to Helene’s three (or two, depending on 
the cleat h date of the youngest child) young children. The newlyweds went on to have twelve children of their own 
over the next sixteen, almost seventeen, years. 

When they were first married, Noel and his wife lived in a house she owned near Mont-Carmel, Quebec. In 
1645, they moved to the Sainte-Genevieve Coast where they had a thirty by twenty-foot house built. 

Noel prospered in New France. In 1653, the governor ceded to him a quarter-league by a league of property near 
the Caille River. With this concession, Noel became a Seigneur. The seigneurial system was a feudal system of land- 
holding where the Seigneur held a piece of land and either farmed it himself or gave concessions to others, habitants, 
who leased it from him. He in turn had obligations to whoever gave him the land in the first place, in Noel’s case, the 
West Indies Company. A seigneur could “establish a court of law, operate a mill, and organize a commune. He received from 
the habitants various forms of rent... or taxes levied on grain, which the tenant had to grind at his seigneur’s mill. He also usually 
granted hunting, fishing, and woodcutting licenses.”

Notes for Helene Desportes 

Helene was one of the first (and possibly the very first) European children born in Canada. She lived there until 
she was about nine years old, during a time when the town of Quebec had less than 100 people in it. 

In 1628, when Helene was about eight years old, the Kirke brothers started gradually taking control of the St. 
Lawrence River for the king of England, attacking farms and ships carrying supplies to the French colonists. The 
brothers called for Samuel de Champlain to surrender the colony to them, but Champlain refused, saying t hat the col¬ 
onists had plenty of provisions and weapons and would fight for their land. The Kirke brothers turned around went 
back to England. 

However, they returned to Quebec the following year. On their return voyage, they seized four French ships car¬ 
rying supplies to the colonists. They continued capturing more ships that year, until the French colonists were on the 
brink of starvation. This time when the Kirke brothers came up the river, the colonists were in bad shape. Champlain 
was forced to surrender Quebec to them. 

Champlain and most of the French colonists, probably including Helene and her family, were taken first to Eng¬ 
land, then sent back to France. Somewhere along the way they learned that the war between France and England had 
ended three months before Champlain surrendered Quebec! The capture of Quebec was illegal since it did not happen 
during wartime, and the Kirke brothers had to give Quebec back to the French. A treaty was signed in March 1632 
and the French settlers were free to go back to their homes. 

Helene returned to New France, some say in 1632, with her father. Others sources say tint she might have re¬ 
turned alone. Either way, she married a man who may have been a childhood friend from Canada, Guillaume Hebert. 
Sadly, Guillaume died young, less than two months after their third child was born. 

Helene was left a widow with young children in a vast wilderness full of danger. However, with the dearth of 
women in New France, it was unusual for a widow to remain unmarried for very long, and Helene was no exception. 
She married Noel Morin a little over three months after the death of her first husband. They had a long and prosper¬ 
ous life together until her death, about thirty-five and a half years after their marriage.

Notes for Jacques Goulet 

Jacques Goulet’s mother died in France when he was young. His father, Thomas, re-married, so Jacques had a 
stepmother. Thomas was a miller and Jacques learned his trade. One or both of them were probably working for a 
man named Noel Juchereau in 1645. This was the same year that Jacques married Marguerite Mulier. 

Noel Juchereau was given the title “General Clerk for all Purchases” for New France and he asked Jacques to work 
for him there. Jacques agreed, and the spring after their marriage he and Marguerite immigrated to New France. Sad¬ 
ly, their first child died the first year they were there. 

Jacques continued working for Noel Juchereau for the next couple of years until Noel died on a trip back to 
France. This must have been a traumatic time for Jacques—he had lost not only an employer, but possibly a friend. 
For the next few years he bought and sold land and presumably did some farming. He also worked as a miller at vari¬ 
ous local mills. 

In 1671 Jacques got into trouble with debt and had to mortgage his farm to pay his bills. On a more personal note, 
it appears that Jacques had a love of music because he owned a flute which was passed down through many genera¬ 
tions.

Notes for Abraham Martin 

Abraham was a master pilot who was the “first King’s Pilot authorized to guide ships up and down the St. Lawrence. ”He 
and his wife, Marguerite, were some of the earliest settlers of New France, living there as early as 1621. There is even 
an area outside of Quebec City named after him, The Plains of Abraham, where his livestock used to graze. Abraham’s 
dit name, L’Ecossais, implied that he was from Scotland or had Scottish ancestry. 

Abraham and his wife had lived in Quebec at least seven years when the Kirke brothers started gradually taking 
control of die St. Lawrence River for the king of England, attacking farms and ships carrying supplies to the French 
colonists. The brothers called for Samuel de Champlain to surrender the colony to them, but Champlain refused, say¬ 
ing that the colonists had plenty of provisions and weapons and would fight for their land. That year the Kirke broth¬ 
ers gave up and went back to England. 

However, they returned to Quebec the following year. On their return voyage, they seized four French ships car¬ 
rying supplies to the colonists. They continued capturing more ships until the French colonists were on the brink of 
starvation. This time when the Kirke brothers came up the river, the colonists were in bad shape. Champlain was 
forced to surrender Quebec to them.

Notes for Louis Loisel 

Louis Loisel was a master locksmith from France. He is first mentioned in Canada in 1647 or 1648 / It appears 
that he did not know how to read and write as he signed his name with a mark. He married his wife, Marguerite Char¬ 
iot, in 1648 and had eight children with her, only four of whom lived to adulthood. 

Louis appears to have had a contentious life, and the court records of the time are peppered with his name: 

1) He brought a man named Urbain Brassard to court for calling him a “Cornard” or cocu (a deceived husband). 
Louis won this court case and Urbain had to draw up an act of official reparation and pay a fine. 

2) Louis and his wife were brought to court for giving someone else’s servant a severe thrashing. They had to 
pay 13 livres for damages. 

3) Louis was brought to court for owing Doctor Jean Martinet 20 livres. 

4) Louis was brought to court because his animals had damaged Doctor Jean Martinet’s property. 

5) Louis was brought to court for slandering Doctor Jean Martinet. 

6) Louis got into a boundary dispute with his neighbor, Mathurin Langevin. Mathurin had to pay Louis 50 livres 
to compensate him for work he’d accidently done on Louis’s land. 

7) Mathurin Langevin brought Louis to court for encroaching on his land. Louis lost this case. 

8) Mathruin brought Louis to court for cutting wood on his property. Louis lost this case. 

9) Louis took Paul Aguenier to court because Paul’s animals had eaten his grain. Louis won this case. 

10) Louis won a case in court against a woman who had killed one of his pigs. 1 ’ 

Louis is also listed in the records for other things. In 1663, he was a member of the Militia of Sainte-Famille. They 
had to be on watch twenty-four hours a day for Iroquois attacks. There were twenty squads of men with seven men in 
each squad. Louis was a member of the 17th squad.

b The account I found this in was a bit confusing. It might have been that he won a case against a woman whose pig ate his grain. 
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In 1688 Louis and some other men got together to organize a fur trading journey. They took out a loan to pay for 
the costs with the understanding that when the three men assigned to take the journey returned, they would split the 
profits. Something must have gone awry, because in 1690 Louis had to liquidate all of his property to pay off the loan. 
Louis and his wife were now homeless. His daughter, Barbe, and her husband agreed to take care of Louis and his wife 
for the rest of their lives.

Notes for Marguerite Chariot 

Marguerite is said to come from Paris, France. Her situation in France must not have been good since she volun¬ 
teered to become one of the “Filles a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry 
between 1634 and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of the colonists in New France were male, so it was difficult for 
any of them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to solve this problem 
by finding women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in exchange for a small 
dowry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed to return to 
France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, or desperate, or both. At that time in France, if your family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Marguerite married her husband, Louis Loisel, after her arrival in New France. They had eight children together, 
though four of t hem died shortly after birth. At least one of her daughters, Jeanne, was said to have been taught by 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a woman who came to Montreal, or Ville Marie as it was called then, to be a teacher of young 
children. This is an indication that Marguerite Chariot and her husband wanted the best for their children, especially 
since Louis, at least, couldn’t read or write. 

Louis lost all of the couple’s property in a bad business deal and they had to go live with their daughter, Barbe, in 
their old age.

Notes for Toussaint Hunault 

Montreal (Ville Marie) was first settled in 1642, but it was under constant threat of attack by the Iroquois, so 
the settlement had a hard time growing. An effort was made in France to recruit more settlers and they were able to 
find 117-154 a men who signed contracts to journey to Ville Marie. These recruits were called “La Grand Recrue.” Of 
these men, only 102-120 actually showed up when it came time to start die voyage to Canada. One of these men was 
Toussaint Hunault. Their ship, St. Nicolas de Nantes, left St. Nazaire in Brittany on June 20, 1653. Toussaint’s future 
wife, Marie Lorgueil, was also on board. She was one of die “Filles a Marier,” traveling to Canada to find a husband. 

St. Nicolas de Nantes did not get very far. It was in poor shape and started taking on water. After traveling 350 
leagues, it had to return to shore. However, the organizers of the trip were concerned about losing the recruits, so 
they decided to land them on an island so that they could not change their minds and stay in France. According to 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, a fellow traveler and future Saint (she was canonized in 1982): “Sieur de Maisonneuve and all 
of his soldiers stopped on an islandfrom which there was no escape. Otherwise, not a single one would have stayed. Some even set 
about swimming to save themselves since they were furious and believed they had been taken to perdition. ’’The replacement ship 
picked up the recruits and left the island on July 20, 1653. 

After this rocky start to their journey, the passengers still had a two-month voyage to endure. There was much 
sickness onboard and at least eight people died. The ship finally arrived in Quebec on September, 22, 1653, where it 


Accounts vary 
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ran aground. After the passengers and supplies were taken off the ship, it had to be burned in place since they could 
not get it to sail again. 

Even after t heir voyage was over, the passengers still had difficulties getting from the town of Quebec to Montre¬ 
al. Many of t hem were still ill and had to be cared for. Plus, the governor of Quebec wanted to keep diem in his town 
and made it difficult for them to find barges to move them up the river. These difficulties were finally overcome and 
the recruits arrived in Ville Marie in November. 

Toussaint had signed a contract to work in die new colony for five years. In return he was to be paid 75 livres a 
year. In July 1654 he was also given a grant of land, and later that year he and Marie were married. They’d certainly 
had a chance to get to know each other under stressful circumstances on their voyage to New France! 

Toussaint and Marie had ten children together, and in 1680 they also took in two girls whose mother had died, 
Catherine and Marie Lemarche. By then the Toussaint family had moved at least twice. Toussaint continued buying 
and selling land for a number of years. 

In 1690, Toussaint Hunault was “cowardly assassinated by Sieur Dumont de Blaignac, lieutenant in a company of the de¬ 
tachment of the Navy, whojatally stabbed him with a sword, and who fled immediately ajterwards. ” Sieur Dumont was never

Notes for Marie Lorgueil 

Marie’s marriage record says that she was from the Ville de Cognac in France. Her situation in France must not 
have been good since she volunteered to become one of the “Filles a Marier,” one of the 262 young women who im¬ 
migrated to New France to marry between 1634 and 1662. At the time, eighty percent of the colonists in New France 
were male, so it was difficult for any of them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt 
was made to solve this problem by finding women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian 
settler in exchange for a small dowry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they 
were allowed to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, ordesperate, or both.

Marie was a passenger on the ship, St. Nicolas deNantes. Her future husband, Toussaint Hunault, was also a passen¬ 
ger, so she most likely met him during the journey. Another passenger who she probably got to know fairly well dur¬ 
ing the ordeal of the voyage (see her husband’s notes for more about this) was Marguerite Bourgeoys. Marguerite was 
the leader of a confraternity 3 in France who had been recruited as a teacher for Ville Marie. She later helped escort 
other young women to New France as settlers, but this was her first voyage to Canada. Marguerite became a much¬ 
loved member of die community. A woman named Helene Bernier wrote “Popular admiration had already canonized her 
250years before her beatification.” Marguerite was officially declared a Saint in 1982.

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Marie married Toussaint about a year after arriving in 
Ville Marie.

However, even these tragedies 
could not have prepared Marie for what was to come. 

In 1689, Marie and Toussaint’s third daughter, Marie- 
Therese, who had married Guillaume Leclerc, was killed 
“cruelly in their barn by the Iroquois at Lachenaie. ” Once can only 
imagine the anguish Marie and her husband felt when they 
heard the news. Then, in 1690, Marie’s husband was mur¬ 
dered by Sieur Dumont de Blaignac a lieutenant in the Navy. 
Marie was now a widow. 

The murderer had fled, and Marie wanted justice. How¬ 
ever, she also didn’t have a lot of money, and her husband 
owed money to a powerful merchant named Sieur Charles 
de Couagne. Sieur de Couagne took pity on Marie and 
agreed to forgive all of her husband’s debt to him and in ex¬ 
change he “would represent them and get compensation” for the 
death of Marie’s husband. Sieur de Couagne was unsuccess¬ 
ful in his task and Marie died ten years later after never see-

Notes for Jean Gobeil 

Jean Gobeil was already married and had at least four, probably five, children before he and his family moved to 
the New World. The first record of him in Canada is in 1665 when he signed a five-year lease for some land in Sault-a- 
la-Puce, Chateau-Richer. The lease included farm animals. 

Towards Hie end of their lease, the Gobeil family decided that they would prefer to work on land drat t hey owned 
themselves. In 1669, Jean and his new son-in-law, Robert Vaillancourt, purchased land on He d’Orleans. The exact 
date of their move to the island is not known for sure, but they were living there when Jean and Jeanne’s second son, 
Laurent, was born in 1672. 

Jean’s exact death date is not known, and one source says that he passed his land on to his son, Barthelemi, in 
1695 and later died while on a journey to France on the ship La Marguerite, sometime around 1702. If so, he would 
have been about seventy-nine years old.

Notes for Francoise Latier 

Francoise Latier was one of the Filles du Roi, translated as “Daughters of the King.” However, this did not mean 
that she was related to the king. It is the term used for the young women who emigrated from France to Canada be¬ 
tween 1663 and 1673 to look for husbands. They were called the king’s daughters because the crown paid for their 
passage and dowry, though sometimes the dowries weren’t actually paid. 

The French were getting concerned about the huge influx of English emigrants to the New World that started in 
the 1630s. The French colonies had nowhere near the number of people in them that the English colonies had. There 
just weren’t as many French families willing to uproot themselves and move to the New World. However, die French 
colonies did have a number of unmarried men, so they came up with the idea of sending brides to t hem. Women were 
sought from all over France and emissaries even went to orphanages to find candidates. Francoise was one of about 
135 women who emigrated in 1669. She was only about seventeen years old when she sailed on the Le Saint Jean- 
Baptiste de La Rochelle on May 15th, 1669. The trip took a month and a half. One can only imagine her feelings when 
she landed on a totally foreign and wild shore to start a new life. Many of the young women took one look at Canada 
and asked to be returned to France. Francoise stayed. 

At t hat time, there were three main French colonies in Canada: Quebec, Trois Riveres, and Montreal (Ville Ma¬ 
rie). Upon arrival in Canada, the ship first stopped in Quebec City where most of the girls disembarked. They were 
brought to a location where they could meet their prospective bridegrooms. The story goes that since Quebec City 
was the first stop, the bridegrooms had the first pick of the women, so the women in Quebec City tended to be pret¬ 
tier than die ones in the other two towns farther down the river. Francoise Latier married Jean Levert in Quebec City 
that September. He was about twenty years older than she was. They had two children. Francoise lived the rest ofher

Notes for Mathurin Meunier 

Mathurine Meunier emigrated to Canada from France sometime around 1644. He married Francoise Fafard in 
1647, and their first child, Barbe, was born in 1648. Sadly, Barbe died nine days after she was born. The following 
year Mathurin and Francoise had twin boys, but both of diem also died. Life in the New World was hard on infants. 
Mathurin and Francoise went on to have seven more children, all of whom survived to adulthood. 

The 1667 census states that Mathurin was living in Cote de Beaupre and had fifteen acres under cultivation and 
four head of cattle.

Notes for Francoise Fafard 

Francoise was one of Hie 262 young women who immigrated to New France to marry between 1634 and 1662. 
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These women are called the Filles a Marier. At the time, eighty percent of t he colonists in New France were male, so 
it was difficult for any of them who wanted to settle down and start a family to find a wife. An attempt was made to 
solve this problem by finding women in France who would sign a contract to agree to marry a Canadian settler in ex¬ 
change for a small dowry and passage to Canada. If they arrived in Canada and changed their mind, they were allowed 
to return to France. 

Considering the difficulties facing them in New France, the women who signed these contracts must have been 
either very adventurous, ordesperate, or both. At that time in France, ifyour family did not have money for a dowry, 
your choice was to either marry beneath you or become a nun. And often, you needed a dowry to become a nun. 

Francoise is first mentioned in Canada in 1647, the year of her marriage to Mathurine Meunier. They had nine 
children together, the first three of whom died as infants. According to her Fichier Biography, her son, Francios, was 
baptized in France in 1665, so it appears that Francoise might have taken a trip back to France at that time (if this in¬ 
formation is accurate). If so, she was back by 1667, when she is listed on the 1667 census. Francoise survived her hus¬ 
band, and, at some point after his death, two of her son-in-laws renounced their share of the inheritance on die condi¬ 
tion diat Francoise’s son, Mathurin, and her daughter, Francoise, “are obliged to maintain, feed and care for the said Fran-

Notes for Vincent Renaud 

Vincent Renaud’s father was a master shoemaker in La Rochelle, France. And while later in life Vincent also be¬ 
came a shoemaker, at the time of his marriage he is listed as a coach or carriage driver. Perhaps he turned to his fa¬ 
ther’s trade in Canada because there was not much need for a coach or carriage driver there in the 1600s. 

Vincent and his wife, Marie, had at least seven children while living in France. When they emigrated to Canada 
between 1645 and 1649, only four of their children came with them. 

In 1668, Vincent is listed as a “bourgeois,” or middle-class, probably a property owner. Vincent and his wife ap¬ 
pear to have returned to France sometime after October 1669. In 1672, he is listed an innkeeper in Rochefort,

The Origins of 338. Francois Perrault 

I have not been able to identify who Francois Perrault's parents are. The mother of his illegitimate daughter was 
living in Sorel, Quebec, Canada both before and after his daughter's birth, but I have not been able to find a Perrault 
family living in Sorel during that time. 

There was a Marie Perrault, wife of Francois Jarrel Devercheres living in Sorel in 1678, but her parents (Jacques 
Perrault and Michelle Leflo) didn't appear to have a son named Francois, and they did not live in Sorel. 

According to various online genealogies, a man named Paul Perrault died in Sorel in 1712, and he did have a son 
named Francois who was born in 1678. Flowever, I haven't been able to find any other records showing that t he family 
lived in Sorel and there appears to be no record of Paul's son, Francois, after the 1681 census. Plus, that means Fran¬ 
cois would have been about 14 years old when his illegitimate daughter was born, not impossible, but it also means 
the mother would have been about 21 years older than Francois, which seems a bit unlikely. 5181 518 51S3 5184 5185 5186

The Question of 169. Marie Madeline Perrault 


There is a bit of confusion over the life of Marie Madeline Perrault. According to Jett, a she was the illegiti¬ 
mate daughter of Francois Perrault and Francoise Feuilleton. Flowever, Jett says that her name was Marie Louise Per¬ 
rault, when it was actually Marie Madeline Perrault. Fie also says that she had two husbands, first Jacques Terrien and 
second Pierre Bourgouin. I believe his conclusions are most likely correct, even though some genealogists have stated 
that Marie and Madeline were actually two different women who were both the illegitimate daughters of Francois 
Perrault and Francoise Feuilleton. 

One piece of information that seems to indicate that they might be two separate women is that according to the 
PRDFI marriage record of Madeleine Perrault and Pierre Bourgouin, Madeleine was listed as single at the time of this 
marriage instead of widowed. Flowever, I have no way of knowing how accurate these designations are. 

That the Marie Perrault who married Jacques Terrien was actually named Marie Madeline is indicated by some of 
her children’s records. For example her daughter, Angelique’s, marriage record lists Marie as being named “Made¬ 
leine,” and her son, Jean Baptiste’s, baptism record says her name was “Marie Madeleine.” And if you look at the rec¬ 
ords of the children of Madeline Perrault who married Pierre Bourgouin, you find the same thing. Fler daughter Elisa¬ 
beth’s baptism record says that her name was “Marie,” and her sons Antoine and Francois’s baptism records say that 
their mother was named “Marie Madeleine.” 

Since it is unlikely that Francois Perrault and Francoise Feuilleton named two daughters who were both alive wit h 
the same name, these records appear to be for the same person. 1 '
